New planet found outside 
our solar system could harbor life

Scientists have spotted a 
planet much the same size as 
our Earth orbiting a star that 
closely resembles our sun, mak- 
ing it the most likely known 
place outside our solar system 
to harbor life. 

The newfound planet, Kep- 
ler-452b, ''is the closest thing we 
have to another place that some- 
body else might call home,” Jon 
Jenkins of NASA’s Ames Re- 
search Center told reporters 
Thursday The planet has been 
at just the right temperature to 
boast liquid water for some 6 bil- 
lion years, "a considerable time 
and opportunity for life to arise 
somewhere on its surface or in 
its oceans,” assuming the place 
has all the necessary ingredients 
for life, Jenkins said. 

Researchers have found oth- 
er planets outside the solar sys- 
tem that are nearly the same 
size as the Earth and that are 


probably rocky, as Earth is. But 
those planets circle dim, cool 
stars very different from our 
own sun, whereas 452b is 
hitched to a star very much like 
ours. If we could send plants to 
452b, Jenkins said, they could 
comfortably photosynthesize. 

The new planet is about 60% 
bigger in diameter than Earth,

the researchers said. It has a bet- 
ter- than-even chance of having a 
rocky surface, which would make 
a good platform for life to gain a 
foothold. Assuming it’s rocky, it 
would have active volcanoes and 
perhaps a thick atmosphere. 

This new Earth cousin was 
spotted by NASA’s Kepler tele- 
scope, which watched for barely 
perceptible dips in the amount 


of light coming from stars in the 
constellations Lyra and Cygnus. 
The planet, which is some 1,400 
light-years from Earth, is de- 
scribed in a new article in The 
Astronomical Journal. 

Other scientists who were 
not involved in the research 
called 452b an exciting example 
of a planet in the "Goldilocks” 
zone, where it’s neither too hot 
nor too cold for liquid water to 
persist. "You could say this is 
the first viable 'Goldilocks’ plan- 
et — with dozens more poten- 
tially,” said MIT astronomer 
Sara Seager via email. 

All the same, it’s not clear 
that 452b is rocky. It could be 
made of ice, or it could have a 
thick hydrogen envelope that 
would choke off the possibility 
of life, said astronomer Joshua 
Pepper of Lehigh University. 

"We’re getting closer and 
closer to a true Earth analog,” 
Pepper said. "But it’s going to 
take a long time before we can 
confirm whether these planets 
are really Earth-like.”

Pentagon says poor testing led 
to Army shipping live anthrax

A Pentagon investigation 
blames inadequate killing and 
testing of anthrax specimens 
among the main causes of why an 
Army lab mistakenly shipped live 
spores for a decade that ended up 
at 183 labs in the USA and abroad, 
according to a report released 
Thursday on the military’s inves- 
tigation of the blunders. 

"By any measure, this was a 
massive institutional failure,” 
Deputy Secretary of Defense Bob 
Work said Thursday. 

The Pentagon review found 
that when the Army’s Dugway 


Proving Ground in Utah killed a 
batch of anthrax with radiation, it 
only tested 5% of the material to 
see if all the spores were dead. 
The small sample size was "prone 
to error,” the report said. 

"We believe there were indica- 
tors that people should have 
known there was a problem,” 
Work said. He has directed Secre- 
tary of the Army John McHugh to 
conduct an accountability assess- 
ment. Dugway’s own records, 
based on its limited testing, 
showed a 20% failure rate for in- 
activating anthrax specimens, the 
Pentagon found. . 

The military’s ongoing investi- 
gation has determined that Dug- 
way sent live anthrax specimens 
to at least 86 labs operated by 


companies, academic institutions 
and government agencies for use 
in developing tests and equip- 
ment to protect against bioterror 
attacks. Those labs are in the USA 
and seven foreign countries: Ja- 
pan, South Korea, the United 
Kingdom, Australia, Ganada, Italy 
and Germany. 

But some of those labs shared 
their samples with other re- 
searchers. Further tracing by the 
Genters for Disease Gontrol and 
Prevention has identified an addi- 
tional 97 labs that received live 
specimens, bringing the total to 
183, the GDG said late Thursday. 

Though no illnesses have been 
linked to the specimens, at least 
21 people have been given antibi- 
otics as a precaution. 


41,500 
VA HEALTH 
POSITIONS 
UNFILLED 

Lack of medical 
staff pushes vets 
to costlier care

The Veterans Health Admini- 
stration has 41,500 job vacancies 
for doctors, nurses and other 
medical professionals across its 
sprawling health care system 
while it struggles to provide time- 
ly medical care for veterans, ac- 
cording to records analyzed by 
USA TODAY. 

The failure to fully staff hospi- 
tals is one reason why the De- 
partment of Veterans Affairs paid 
for 1.5 million veterans to see 
doctors outside the agency in the 
past year, VA Deputy Secretary 
Sloan Gibson testified late last 
month. Those private visits have 
cost U.S. taxpayers more than 
$7.7 billion, the VA said. 

The expenses left the VA with a 
$2.6 billion shortfall this year, 
prompting VA Secretary Bob Mc- 
Donald to plead with lawmakers 
Thursday to quickly pass a bill 
that would give him flexibility to 
shift money within the VA budget 
to cover the gap. 

Gibson testified before Gon- 
gress June 26 that the shortfall 
would not have been so large "if 
we were fully staffed up.” 

Neither McDonald nor Gibson 
told Gongress how many medical 
jobs are unfilled in its 150-hospi- 
tal system, which funds roughly 
210,000 full-time medical posi- 
tions. Instead, both told lawmak- 
ers they have increased medical 
and non-medical staff by 12,000 
in the past year. 

USA TODAY discovered the 
41,500 vacancies as of late June 
in data obtained through a Free- 
dom of Information Act request. 
The full- and part-time positions 
include openings for 5,000 physi- 
cians, nearly 12,000 nurses and 
more than 1,200 psychologists, 
according to the data. 

Four locations were short at 
least 100 doctors: Orlando, Port- 
land, Ore., Baltimore and Salt 
Lake Gity. Each of those locations 
also had at least 100 vacant nurs- 
ing positions. Portland needed 
nearly 300 part-time and full- 
time nurses. 

Janet Murphy, deputy under- 
secretary for health operations 
and management, confirmed the 
41,500 vacancies, saying the VA is 
working hard to recruit and hire 
medical professionals. 

"I will say some of these facili- 
ties have too many vacancies and 
they need to get them filled and 
we need to help them fill them,” 
she said. 

Murphy said the VA was com- 
peting in a tough market to at- 
tract medical professionals. One 
reason she cited was President 
Obama’s expanded health insur- 
ance program that has made 
medical professionals more in de- 
mand. In addition, pay for many 
VA positions is lower than in the 
private sector.

The show 
puts Jenner in the executive pro- 
ducer’s chair, allowing her to 
take charge of her story — no 
gimmicks; just openness and 
honesty (and, yeah, probably a 
Kardashian or two). 

Throughout Caitlyn’s journey. 
I’ve only been a spectator. I’ve 
watched from afar as she’s be- 
come the most truthful version 
of herself. 

'We’re all different. That’s not 
a bad thing. That’s a good thing,” 
she said at the ESPY Awards last 
week, accepting her Arthur Ashe 
Courage Award. 

It’s beautiful to watch. It’s hum- 
bling to experience. And, at its 
deepest, it’s terrifying to witness. 

It’s terrifying because I knew 
what Caitlyn’s immense bravery 
would mean for me. It would 
mean I could no longer lie to 
myself. 

So I think it’s time for a little 
introduction of my own. 


Last February, I began my 
own journey — a journey to bet- 
ter understand my sexuality. It 
started on Valentine’s Day (iron- 
ic, I know) in 2014, and it was the 
first time I ever told anyone I am 
bisexual. 

I tried to play it cool, downing 
another gulp of my cheap vodka 
and lemonade, hoping no one 
really heard what I had said. 
They heard. And even though 
they were supportive, I instantly 
regretted saying anything at all. 

Opening up about it would be 
a relief, I thought. Some magical 
cure-all that would make all the 
years of pain and confusion go 
away. It turns out it’s not nearly 
that simple. 


Revealing something you’ve 
spent so much time hiding, such 
as your sexuality or your gender 
identity, is certainly a step in the 
right direction. 

But it’s just that: a step. One 
you have to take each time you 
meet someone new, one that’s 
scary every time you do it, one 
that doesn’t really matter unless 
you accept it yourself first. 

I remember vividly the first 
time I was with a guy. It was a 
few months after I’d opened up, 
and it was with someone I’d 
known for a while. He was kind 
and very understanding, but 
that’s not why I remember it. 

The next day, I was utterly dis- 
gusted with myself. I felt worth- 


less and physically ill, and I 
couldn’t eat, drink or sleep for 
the rest of the week. There was 
this intense gnawing feeling in 
the pit of my stomach, telling me 
I’d made a mistake. 

At that point, I hated myself 
more than ever. 

Some of that pain continued: 
A roommate told some friends 
that I’d been doing this for years 
(I certainly hadn’t), a crush I 
opened up to outed me to some 
of my inner circle. I was told I 
was lying to myself, that I had to 
be gay, that I was a slut that just 
wanted more people to sleep 
with. 

"One gender’s not enough for 
you? That’s like a sexual preda- 


tor,” someone told me. 

Few things hurt more than 
someone invalidating a natural 
part of you. Especially when 
you’ve spent years invalidating it 
yourself. 

Over the next year, I began 
dating. I met some great women 
and some great men and came to 
an important revelation: 

You can hate yourself for only 
so long before realizing you’re 
worth more. It may have taken 
23 years and a few broken 
hearts, but I knew it had to stop. 

This is where Caitlyn comes in. 

In watching her be so open 
about her story, I saw something: 
a person, just like me or you, 
who decided to keep going. 

She ended the lie she’d lived 
for decades to free herself from 
intense emotional pain and to 
help others free themselves, too. 

Caitlyn, you’ve succeeded. 
Even though our journeys are 
different, I couldn’t be more 
grateful, as a member of the 
LGBT community and as a hu- 
man being. 

A large part of me told me not 
to write this, and I knew that’s 
precisely why I had to do it. 

Millions of people across the 
country are scared. Scared of 
their sexuality, scared of their 
gender identity, scared to be 
themselves. 

That fear costs us too much: 
lives, leaders, love. But with each 
story, with each new voice, it gets 
a little easier to accept the truths 
about ourselves. 

And those truths only lead 
to more incredible first im- 
pressions.

At border, Trump repeats 
promise to build wall 


Security heavy 
for candidate’s trip 
to edge of Texas

Donald Trump spent Thursday 
touring the U.S.- Mexican border, 
the area that has fueled his rise in 
Republican politics and spawned 
criticism of him by opponents 
and Hispanic groups. 

"There is a huge problem with 
the illegals coming through,” 
Trump said, repeating his pledge 
to build a wall on parts of the 
border. 

"In certain sections, you have 
to have a wall,” Trump said. 

Under attack for accusing 
Mexico of sending "criminals” 
and "rapists” across the US. bor- 
der, Trump said he supports legal 
immigration and claimed that 
most Hispanics agree with him. 
The New York businessman, 
wearing a white hat with the slo- 
gan "Make America Great Again,” 
said he employs "thousands” of 
Hispanics, and his relationships 
with them are very good. 

A group of protesters greeted 
Trump when his plane landed 
Thursday in Laredo, a city with a 
population that is nearly 96% La- 
tino. 

One critic, referring to the 
businessman’s recent criticism of 
Sen. John McCain, R-Ariz., car- 


ried a sign that read, "McCain is a 
hero. Trump is a chump.” Another 
sign said, "Trump’s hair is illegal.” 

Trump said he didn’t notice 
them but did mention demon- 
strators who "were chanting for 
me.” 

Some of Trump’s Republican 
opponents said he provides false 
information about migrants and 
his harsh tone turns off moderate 
voters. 

Former Texas governor Rick 
Perry said he’s glad the business- 
man is "finally” traveling to the

border, and "I hope he will ex- 
plain to the Hispanic Americans 
he meets why he thinks they are 
rapists and murderers.” 

During a brief news confer- 
ence, someone told Trump that 
"killers come from all over the 
globe.” Trump replied, "I agree 
with that.” 

Trump, who had questioned 
the safety of the trip, traveled to 
border areas in a long motorcade 
with heavy security, including 
roadblocks that backed up traffic. 

Rep. Joaquin Castro, D -Texas, 
criticized elected officials in Lare- 


do for accommodating the visitor. 

"Donald Trump just used you 
and the other council members to 
make him look good,” he said in a 
tweet. "Embarrassing for South 
Texas and Hispanics.” 

The Republican candidate, 
who’s led in recent national polls, 
met with law enforcement offi- 
cials, with one notable exception: 
Members of a union of Border 
Patrol agents would not accom- 
pany him because the event had 
become too politicized. "Just to 
be clear, an endorsement was 
never discussed for any presiden- 
tial candidate,” said a statement 
from Hector Garza, president of 
Local 2455 of the National Bor- 
der Patrol Council. "Local 2455 
does not endorse candidates for 
any political office.” 

Trump said border agents in- 
vited him so they could show the 
"tremendous problems” and "tre- 
mendous crime” they have to 
handle. He accused the agents’ 
superiors in Washington of si- 
lencing them before the visit and 
said agents "want to be able to do 
their jobs.” 

In his statement, Garza said 
the intention to meet with 
Trump "was to provide a 'Boots 
on the Ground’ perspective to not 
only Mr. Trump, but to the media 
that would be in attendance.” 

Garza said, "Make no mistake. 
Our border with Mexico is not se- 
cure, and there’s no doubt that we 
need to have an honest discussion 
about that with the American 
people.” 


House passes bill 
that would punish 
sanctuary cities 


Aiding undocumented 
immigrants could cost 
law enforcement funds

WASHINGTON The House voted 
Thursday to bar "sanctuary cit- 
ies” from receiving law enforce- 
ment grants if they refuse to 
cooperate with federal immigra- 
tion officials. 

Republicans said it was a vic- 
tory for citizens’ safety in the 
wake of the murder of a woman 
allegedly committed by an undoc- 
umented immigrant and convict- 
ed felon July I in San Francisco. 
Democrats said Republicans used 
the tragedy to pander to right- 
wing voters in the manner of 
GOP presidential candidate Don- 
ald Trump, who has referred to 
undocumented Mexican immi- 
grants as rapists and murderers. 

The White House threatened 
to veto the bill, which was passed 
by a vote of 24I-I79. The Senate 
has not scheduled a vote on the 
legislation, which is the first im- 
migration bill Congress has taken 
up this session. 

House leaders passed the legis- 
lation after the killing of Kate 
Steinle, 32, who was shot to death 
while walking with her father on 
a San Francisco pier. The man 
charged in the killing, Juan Fran- 
cisco Lopez- Sanchez, had been 
deported back to Mexico five 
times and was a convicted felon. 

A few months before the mur- 
der, Lopez- Sanchez was released 
from a San Francisco jail after a 
marijuana charge was dropped. 
US. Immigration and Customs 
Enforcement asked law enforce- 
ment authorities to alert the 
agency if they planned to release 
him, so ICE agents could reclaim 
and deport him. The agency was 
never notified. 

A San Francisco city-county 
law dating back to 1989 bars em- 
ployees from helping federal offi- 
cials with immigration 
investigations or arrests unless 
required by federal or state law or 
a warrant. The policy makes San 
Francisco a "sanctuary city.” Cit- 
ies with similar policies include 
Los Angeles, New York, Knox- 
ville, Tenn., and Manchester, N.H. 

"Sanctuary city policies need- 
lessly endanger American lives by 
refusing to honor the federal gov- 
ernment’s authority to enforce 
immigration laws,” said Judiciary 


Chairman Bob Goodlatte, R-Va. 
"The House of Representatives 
took a good first step towards ad- 
dressing this public safety 
problem.” 

Opponents of the bill — includ- 
ing mayors and police chiefs of 
major cities — said it would un- 
dermine efforts by law enforce- 
ment agencies to convince 
undocumented immigrants to re- 
port crimes to police or to serve 
as witnesses against criminals. 

The grants that would be with- 
held from sanctuary cities in- 
clude those that provide money 
for law enforcement to hire more 
officers, buy equipment and cre- 
ate programs to help crime vic- 
tims and witnesses. 

"It makes no sense,” said Rep. 
John Conyers, D-Mich. Rep. Luis 
Gutierrez, D-Ill., called the bill 
the "Donald Trump Act.” 
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CHEMO WON’T HELP END-STAGE CANCER 


Study finds quality 
of life is often harmed 
rather than improved

A new study finds that half of 
cancer patients received chemo- 
therapy in their final months of 
life, even though the therapy — 
which can cause nausea, vomit- 
ing and other grueling side ef- 
fects — had no chance of curing 
them. 

Doctors often prescribe chemo 
to people in the end stages of 
cancer in the hope that the drugs 
will shrink patients’ tumors and 
make them feel better, said study 
co-author Holly Prigerson, co-di- 
rector of the Center for Research 


on End-of-Life Care at 
Weill Cornell Medical 
College in New York. 

Her new research 
found no evidence that 
chemo improved pa- 
tients’ quality of life. For 
the healthiest, least dis- 
abled patients, quality of 
life actually got worse 
after chemo, Prigerson 
said. The study of 312 
patients, published Thursday in 
JAMA Oncology, included only 
people expected to live six 
months or less. 

''People put a lot of stock in 
treatment, and they tend to over- 
estimate the odds that treatment 
will work,” said Timothy Quill, a 
professor of medicine, psychiatry 
and medical humanities at the 
University of Rochester Medical 
Center, who wasn’t involved in 


the new study. "There is 
a real potential for harm 
here and making quality 
of life worse.” 

That doesn’t mean 
chemo has no benefit. 

Chemo can cure 
many types of early can- 
cer. Even when chemo 
can’t cure people, it can 
often give them more 
time, said Thomas 
Smith, director of palliative 
medicine at Johns Hopkins Med- 
ical Institutions in Baltimore. 
When one chemo regimen fails, a 
different kind may give people 
extra months of life. 

If cancer continues to spread 
after two or three chemo re- 
gimens, there’s usually a "vanish- 
ingly small” chance that a fourth 
or fifth type will prolong some- 
one’s life. Smith said.

Still, many cancer specialists 
prescribe additional treatment in 
these cases because they assume 
"these patients have nothing to 
lose and may feel better,” Priger- 
son said. 

Her study overturns that as- 
sumption, Prigerson said. For 
people with end- stage cancer, 
"we didn’t find any positive out- 
come to chemotherapy.” 


The default option for patients 
expected to live less than six 
months should be to withhold 
chemo, according to an editorial 
accompanying the study, written 
by Charles Blanke and Erik 
Fromme, physicians at Oregon 
Health and Science University. 

Doctors should only prescribe 
chemo for these patients after 
talking to patients about their 
"prognosis, goals, fears and ac- 
ceptable trade-offs,” they wrote. 

Many doctors never initiate 
these difficult conversations. 

"We as oncologists don’t want 
to give up on people, and pa- 
tients don’t want to be given up 
on,” Smith said. 

A growing number of hospitals 
offer palliative care, which focus- 
es on relieving symptoms and 
providing support to patients 
and families. Smith said.

I t gives a whole new meaning to the 
concept of an AMBER Alert. 

Fed-up police in Canada’s 
Newfoundland and Labrador have 
become so desperate about the lack 
of good weather in recent weeks that they 
have issued a plea to locate the missing 
season. 

Yes, the hunt is on for summer — that 
period of hot weather fueled by that 
bright, amber-colored orb otherwise 
known as the sun. 

“SUMMER was last seen in early 
August of 2014,” said a pitiful press 
release from the Royal Newfoundland 
Constabulary (RNC). “When last seen, 
SUMMER was described as being 
between 20-30 degrees Celsius (68-86 
degrees Fahrenheit), blue skies with a 
bright and warm source of light in the 
sky. There have been sporadic sightings 
of this bright object, but these sightings 
have been rare since May 2015.”

Meteorologist Ryan Snoddon 
of the Canadian Broadcasting 
Corporation (CBC) even 
launched a competition asking 
residents to come up with a new 
name for July, explaining on his 
blog that it has been the worst 
summer in more than 20 years: 

"This July is not only shaping 
up to be the coldest since 1993 ... 
it will very likely end an amazing 
run of 21 straight years where the 
average July high was 20 degrees 
or warmer. That stat is even more 
impressive when you look back 
between 1942-1993 and find that 
the previous longest trend of 20 
degrees or warmer, was just four 
years in row!” 

Snoddon’s weather-geeky ex- 
citement cannot hide the fact 
that he and fellow prognosticator 
Eddie Sheer of NTV are taking 
much of the blame for the lousy 
conditions. In late June, Snoddon 
predicted sunny weather for July, 
a month that has delivered a diet 
of rain, drizzle and fog (RDF, to 
locals) in the province, which is 
situated in the far east of the 
country.

Wildfires have burned a phe- 
nomenal 5.5 million acres 
across the U.S. so far this year, 
an area equal to the size of New 
Jersey. 

This is the 2nd-highest total 
in at least the past 25 years, ac- 
cording to data from the Na- 
tional Interagency Fire Center 
in Boise. Only 2011, which saw 
5.8 million acres charred as of 
July 23 of that year, had more. 
On average, at this point in the 
year, 3.5 million acres would 
have burned. 

As of Thursday afternoon, 18 
wildfires were burning in seven 
states, mostly in the West. This 
includes one in California’s 
wine country that has forced 
numerous evacuations and is 
being fought by hundreds of 
firefighters, CALFIRE, the 
state’s firefighting agency, 
reported. 

Summertime heat and ongo- 
ing drought conditions have left 
vegetation starved of moisture 
throughout the West, making it 
more susceptible to catching 
fire and starting a massive wild- 
fire, AccuWeather reports. 

Lightning strikes account for 
only a portion of wildfires. 
Many of the other fires are 
man-made. "Lightning along 
with man, accidental or deliber- 
ate, are the two main causes of

HOW CARS ARE HACKED 

Automakers are adding more computer-controlled systems and wireless connectivity to their vehicles, 
increasing vulnerability to remote-controlled attacks from hackers. One example: 


1 A driver down- 
loads an infected 
app to his 
smartphone. 



2 The driver uses a wireless 
connection, like Bluetooth, 
to upload the infected file 
to his vehicle. 


3 The vehicle's entertainment and control 
systems share the same network, giving 
the virus access to microcomputers 
controlling the vehicle.

The Wired hackers, Charlie 
Miller and Chris Valasek, target- 
ed the 2014 Jeep Cherokee be- 
cause they deemed it among the 
most hackable based on a survey 
of two dozen different models. 

Other vehicles they found par- 
ticularly vulnerable included 
Toyota Motor's 2014 Infiniti Q50 
and Prius, General Motors' 2015 
Cadillac Escalade, the 2014 Ford 
Fusion, the 2014 BMW X3 and il2 
and the 2014 Range Rover 
Evoque. 

Cars most susceptible to hack- 
ing attempts are among the new- 
est vehicles on the road, typically 
having Internet connectivity, 
mapping capability or infotain- 
ment systems linked to other net- 
works on the car, such as those 
operating brakes and propulsion. 

The ''least hackable" vehicles 
surveyed were the 2014 Dodge 
Viper, 2014 Audi A8 and 2014 
Honda Accord. 

In February, CBS' 60 Minutes 
demonstrated how a General Mo- 
tors car could be hacked through 
its OnStar connectivity system. 
The test was done in conjunction 
with a researcher from the U.S. 
military's Defense Advanced Re- 
search Projects Agency, or DAR- 
PA, which is trying to eliminate 
the threats. 

"Everything is hackable," said 
Thilo Koslowski, who heads the 
automotive practice group for 
Gartner, a technology advisory 
firm. "But remember that the 
automotive industry invented the 
term firewall. Now they need to 
apply it to bits and bytes." 

INTERNET ACCESS 

Like personal computers, cars 
can't be completely shielded from 
digital intrusion. One crucial step 
is to ensure that communication 
networks such as those responsi- 
ble for brakes and acceleration 
cannot be accessed via the 
Internet. 

"This is a violation of some 
very basic and known best prac- 
tices," said Steve Manzuik, direc- 
tor of security research at Duo 
Security, whose investors include 
Google. "It is this practice that 
makes attacks like what hap- 
pened with the Jeep example 
possible." 

The Wired hackers accessed 


their Jeep Cherokee remotely by 
penetrating its UConnect info- 
tainment system and reprogram- 
ming the vehicle. That was 
alarming for industry watchers 
who had questioned whether 
hackers could infiltrate a vehicle's 
systems without wired connec- 
tions inside the cabin. 

"It's hard to do, but the fact 
that it's possible is disconcerting," 
said Matt Clemens, a security so- 
lutions architect at Arxan 
Technologies. 

The average modern car has

about 16 "clear attack points," ac- 
cording to Frost & Sullivan, a 
business management consult- 
ant. Those include routes that 


aren't immediately obvious to the 
average driver, such as seemingly 
harmless tire-pressure monitor- 
ing systems. 

The good news: Hackers have 
not shown much interest in cars. 
There has never been a docu- 
mented incident of hackers caus- 
ing an accident on the roadways. 
For one thing, there's little finan- 
cial incentive to attack vehicles. 
By directing their energy into 
computers and mobile devices, 
hackers can steal financial infor- 
mation. Cars typically don't store 
much personal data. 

Sophisticated hackers simply 
looking to create mayhem could 
do some damage. 

"It's creeping closer to where 
you could say that could be a ma- 
licious hacker," said Richard Wal- 
lace, director of transportation 
systems analysis for the Center 
for the Automotive Research. 

The auto companies say 
they're investing heavily in R&D 
and sharing information with 
each other to improve vehicle cy- 
ber security. 

CM hired a chief product cyber 
security officer, Jeff Massimilla, 
in 2014. Ford said it integrates cy- 
ber security principles into its de- 
sign "from the outset" of the 
product development process. 
"We are not aware of any instance 
in which a Ford vehicle was infil- 
trated or compromised in the 
field," a Ford statement said. 


A few weeks before the Wired 
report, carmakers representing 
98% of vehicles on the road 
agreed to join a new consortium 
called the Auto Information 
Sharing Advisory Center (ISAC), 
which will allow manufacturers 
to share information on cyber se- 
curity measures without violating 
antitrust laws. 

"They're staffing up with a lot 
of really good software engineers, 
or they're teaming with software 
companies that are already ahead 
of the game on this," said Jon Al- 
len, a Booz Allen Hamilton cyber 
expert and consultant on the 
ISAC project. 

Some lawmakers in Washing- 
ton are disgruntled over the in- 
dustry's response. Sens. Ed 
Markey, D-Mass., and Richard 
Blumenthal, D-Conn., introduced 
long-in-the-making legislation 
Tuesday that would require fed- 
eral regulators to establish cyber 
security standards and ratings for 
the automakers. 

Markey released a report in 
February accusing the auto in- 
dustry of "a clear lack of appro- 
priate security measures to 
protect drivers against hackers." 

Resilient cyber security tech- 
nology is particularly vital as soft- 
ware engineers pack cars with 
code to handle automated driving 
systems. Analysts expect fully 
driverless cars to hit the road 
within the next decade or two. 


NEXT, DRIVERLESS CARS 

When computers are driving cars, 
the bar will be higher. 

Semiautonomous technologies 
are already here. General Motors 
and Tesla Motors are introducing 
features this year that will allow 
luxury cars to self-steer in high- 
way lanes. 

"There's all these benefits 
we're getting from this technol- 
ogy, but it also is giving control of 
the vehicle over to computers — 
and those computers might start 
being controlled by someone," 
said Karl Brauer, an analyst with 
Kelley Blue Book. 

One way for automakers to 
shore up cyber security is by 
adopting systems that allow over- 
the-air software updates. Luxury 
automakers such as Tesla Motors 
and BMW can already do this. 

When BMW discovered a flaw 
that could have allowed hackers 
to open vehicle doors using a 
smartphone, it sent a security fix 
over the air to cars this year. 

Although over-the-air updates 
could open cars to other vulnera- 
bilities, experts say they're a criti- 
cal step to enable quick fixes. 

"It needs to be easier for them 
to mass update their vehicles, as 
opposed to going to a dealer or 
using a USB stick. Most of the 
people driving out there won't 
bother to update if it's hard to 
do," said Clemens, the Arxan se- 
curity solutions architect. 

Automakers are hesitant to say 
much publicly about their cyber 
security efforts. That's partly be- 
cause they don't want to make 
themselves a target for hackers 
looking for a challenge. 

They also don't want to scare 
customers into believing there's a 
serious problem. Many consum- 
ers will avoid products they view 
as susceptible to hacking. 

Frost & Sullivan analyst Pra- 
veen Narayanan said it's crucial 
for automakers to consider cyber 
security concerns at the begin- 
ning of their product design 
process. 

He urged consumers not to 
panic. 

"Yes, there is a growing con- 
cern," Narayanan said. "But let's 
not get too much ahead of our- 
selves. All of this noise is coming 
from the security community — 
the community that wants busi- 
ness at the end of the day."

WASHINGTON Top administra- 
tion officials forcefully defended 
the Iran nuclear deal Thursday 
before the Senate Foreign Rela- 
tions Committee in the face of 
GOP opposition and some Demo- 
cratic skepticism about the deal’s 
capability to deter a nuclear Iran. 

If Congress scuttles the deal, 
''we will have squandered the best 
chance we have to solve this 
problem through peaceful 
means,” said Secretary of State 
John Kerry, who appeared with 
Energy Secretary Ernest Moniz 
and Treasury Secretary Jack Lew. 

Thursday’s hearing is the first 
public congressional forum to re- 
view terms of an agreement 
struck by the U.S., Iran and five 
other nations and unanimously 
supported by the United Nations 
Security Council. 

Lawmakers are expected to 
vote on the deal this fall. 

Republicans in particular lev- 
ied harsh critiques of the agree- 
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Secretary of State John Kerry, right, 
with Energy Secretary Ernest Moniz 
during a Senate committee hearing 
on the Iran nuclear deal.

ment to limit Iran’s nuclear 
ambitions in exchange for easing 
sanctions. "With all due respect, 
you guys have been bamboozled, 
and the American people are go- 
ing to pay for that,” said Sen. 
James Risch, R- Idaho. 

Sen. Marco Rubio, R-Fla., a 
2016 presidential candidate, had 
a testy exchange with Kerry. 

"I listened to a long list of your 
objections here about it, but 
there is no alternative that you or 
anybody else has proposed” to 
stop a nuclear Iran, Kerry said. 

"I sure have. Secretary Kerry,” 
Rubio responded. 

Kerry said any congressional 
effort to undermine the deal 
would send a message that Amer- 
ica can’t be trusted in interna- 
tional negotiations after leading 
world powers all signed off on the 
deal. The message would be: 
"We’ve got 535 secretaries of 
State and you can’t deal with any- 
body, and that’s going to undo a 
whole bunch of efforts and a 
whole bunch of things that mat- 
ter in the world” Kerry said. 

Rubio also chastised the ad- 
ministration for not doing more 
to secure the release of American 
hostages, including Washington 
Post reporter Jason Rezaian, who 
has been imprisoned for a year. 

The panel’s chairman. Sen. Bob 
Corker, R-Tenn., blasted "hyper- 
bole” from the administration 
that "it’s either this deal or war” 
and listed a number of weakness- 
es he sees in the agreement re- 
garding the caliber of the 
inspections, the timeline to ease 
sanctions, and Iran’s ability to 
continue a nuclear program. 

"I’d have to say that, based on 
my reading ... it is a policy of the 
United States to enable a state 
sponsor of terror to obtain so- 
phisticated, industrial nuclear de- 
velopment program that has, as 
we know, only one real practical 
need,” Corker said. 

Even the panel’s top Demo- 
crats, Sen. Ben Cardin, D-Md., 
and Bob Menendez, D-N.J., ap- 
peared skeptical about the deal, 
and neither has indicated they 
can support it yet. 

Congress has until Sept. 17 to 
vote to approve, disapprove or 
take no action. Obama has said he 
would veto any bill to block it.

Bailout terms bring 
calls for boycott while 
tourism suffers

ATHENS As this economically 
distressed nation faces even more 
austerity measures, many citizens 
are taking their frustration out on 
hard-nosed Germany. 

The hashtag #BoycottGermany 
has been trending in the country 
since Germany took the lead in 
demanding tough bailout terms 
that have hiked taxes and slashed 
pensions. Tourist agencies report 
vacation cancellations that in- 
clude many Germans. In Thessa- 
loniki, Greece’s second-largest 
city, a dealership selling German 
cars was spray-painted with dis- 
paraging slogans. 

Lidl Hellas, a German super- 
market chain operating here, 
took the unusual step of vowing 
to absorb the lO-percentage- 
point increase in taxes, in part to 
avoid a backlash. "Instability 
from the economic crisis has cre- 
ated a tense atmosphere,” said 
Vassiliki Adamidou, Lidl Hellas’ 
director of communication. "And 
we are one of the companies re- 
ceiving criticism from part of the 
society.” 

Unhappiness with Germany 
was fueled by the Greek Parlia- 
ment’s vote last week to imple- 
ment the austerity measures 
immediately. Wednesday, law- 
makers voted to accept a second 
package of changes, mostly deal- 
ing with banking. New negotia- 
tions between Greece and its 
international creditors on the 
country’s third bailout in five 
years — this one for $94 billion — 
are likely to start Friday. 

Cancellations by foreign visi- 
tors, possibly turned off by strikes 
and protests that have gripped 
the country in recent weeks, will 
probably mean Greece will miss 
its goal of attracting 25 million 
tourists this year, according to 


the Hellenic Association of Travel 
and Tourist Agencies (HATA). 

Helping offset some of the lost 
tourist business is an increase in 
visitors from the USA and Britain 
because the weaker euro means 
Greece is cheaper for those who 
use dollars and pounds. 

Tourism is Greece’s largest in- 
dustry, accounting for about 18% 
of the country’s economic output. 
Germany accounts for one in sev- 
en tourists, more than any other 
country, so tourism officials 
sought to downplay friction be- 
tween the two nations.

During last month’s 
elections. Prime Minister Haile- 
mariam Desalegn’s party won all 
547 seats in parliament, raising 
alarms around the world. The 
government has arrested so many 
political dissidents that 34 jour- 
nalists have fled the country over 
the past year, more than from any 
other country, according to a re- 
port from the Committee to Pro- 
tect Journalists. 

Sarah Margon, the Washington 
director for Human Rights 
Watch, said the Ethiopian gov- 
ernment freed six journalists be- 
fore Obama’s trip. She said the 
government has not agreed to any 
systemic changes to its human 
rights record.

Stop the nonsense and Phase out the

America has a transportation 
problem. Its highways and 
bridges are in desperate need of 
repairs. Its major population cen- 
ters are in desperate need of road 
and rail capacity to get people 
and products out of traffic jams. 
And the Highway Trust Fund — 
used to build and maintain those 
roads, bridges and transit systems 
— is running short of cash. With- 
out congressional action, federal- 
ly financed projects will come to a 
halt at the end of this month. 

Congress 
weighs 34th 
short-term fix 

Unlike many problems, this 
one has a simple solution. The 
I8.4-cent-a-gallon federal gaso- 
line tax hasn’t been raised since 
1993. Thanks to a worldwide oil 
glut, gas prices have dropped so 
far that Congress could quintuple 
the gas tax without pushing 
pump prices above where they 
were at this time last year. 

Merely restoring the tax to its 
1993 level (a little more than 30 
cents in today’s dollars) and in- 
dexing it for infiation would be a 
big start toward a major infra- 
structure upgrade. And given the 
volatility of prices at a pump, mo- 
torists would barely notice the 
I2-cent increase. 
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A fix to the Highway Trust Fund 
runs out at the end of this month. 

But will Congress adopt such 
an obvious fix? Of course not. Too 
many of its members have signed 
away their souls to gatekeeper 
groups. In return for these groups 
being nice to them, lawmakers 
have promised not to raise taxes 
for any reason at any time. 

Congress has instead resorted 
to a string of short-term “fixes” to 
make up for the gas tax revenue 
lost to infiation and more fuel-ef- 
ficient vehicles. 

Some 33 such fixes have been 
passed in the past decade. One re- 
cent fix raises cash by allowing 
corporations to underfund their 
pensions (resulting in them hav- 


ing more taxable income). 

The patchwork plan under 
consideration now, at least the 
Senate’s version, is even more lu- 
dicrous. It mysteriously finds 
money throughout the budget by 
such tricks as claiming unspent 
funds from the bank bailout and 
tweaking various taxes and fees. 

It also contains an absurd “buy 
high, sell low” plan to auction oil 
from the Strategic Petroleum 
Reserve. This would, no doubt, 
raise some cash. But it would do 
so by doing exactly the opposite 
of what the reserve is supposed 
to, which is to buy oil when it is 
cheap and abundant, and draw it 
down when it is expensive and in 
short supply. 

The Senate envisions raising 
$9 billion by selling 100 million 
barrels at $90 per barrel. That’s a 
pretty good trick considering that 
West Texas Intermediate closed 
below $50 Thursday. Talk about 
smoke and mirrors. 

Congress’ dysfunction over 
what should be a straightforward 
issue would be laughable if it 
weren’t so appalling. Its short- 
term fixes are bad public policy, 
invite cynicism and don’t even 
address much of the backlog of 
national transportation needs. 

Meanwhile, the answer to the 
problem is so easy to see. The gas 
tax is simple and fair. It hits peo- 
ple who use the roads the most 
and drive the least fuel-efficient 
vehicles. Just raise it already.

Raising the gas tax to prop 
up the Highway Trust Fund is 
like pumping gas into a junk- 
yard car. For every $I of gas tax, 
Washington wastes 20% to 
30% in needless federal regula- 
tions that jack up highway con- 
struction costs. 

Here’s a better idea: Instead 
of charging motorists more to 
feed a broken system, let’s fix 
the system. And step one is to 
push politicians in Washington, 
D.C., to the side of the highway 
funding road. 

The current federal funding 
scheme for highways takes your 
gas tax money to Washin^on, 
lops off a big chunk to pay for 
federal bureaucracy, and then 
inefficiently redistributes some 
of those dollars back to the 
states for roads. The problem is 
the federal middleman. 

Projects handled at the fed- 
eral level are rife with costly 
regulations, such as the Davis- 
Bacon Act of 1931 that drives up 
labor costs. The price tag for 
highway work is also increased 
by federal environmental rules 
and duplicative planning 
studies. 

Every state has its own De- 
partment of Transportation 
that studies, plans and executes 
the road projects that matter 


most to that state. Why do they 
need the waste, inefficiency and 
redundancy that arise from the 
federal layer of bureaucracy? 

This year, the Highway Trust 
Fund will spend more than $50 
billion, including billions for 
non-highway projects, and will 
run at a deficit of more than 
$10 billion. The primary focus 
in Congress — as it has been for 
years — is on finding new ways 
to fund that deficit, instead of 
looking for ways to stop the 
spending that causes the defi- 
cit. 

Let’s drop this nonsense of 
raising the gas tax. Congress 
should leave the money and re- 
sponsibility for road construc- 
tion and repairs where they 
belong — back at the state and 
local levels. One good proposal 
to do that already exists; it’s the 
Transportation Empowerment 
Act, sponsored by Sen. Mike 
Lee, R-Utah, and Rep. Ron De- 
Santis, R-Fla. 

Their legislation would grad- 
ually eliminate the federal gas 
tax, while giving states the ac- 
countability and responsibility 
to identify and undertake high- 
way projects, using infrastruc- 
ture funds that would be kept 
at home instead of wasted in 
Washington.

THESE FALLEN 
SPORTS STARS 

Fans should get over their anger 
at Pete, Tiger, Lance and A-Rod

T his should be the Sum- 
mer of Jock Truth and 
Reconciliation. Never in 
memory have so many 
disgraced superstars been out in 
the arena as supplicants for our 
attention, acceptance, even love. 
Never have sports fans had such a 
chance to show forgiveness. 
Now’s the time. 

Every one of the four currently 
begging for our mercy is a former 
champion, one of the all-time 
best in his sport: Pete Rose, base- 
ball’s hit king; Lance Armstrong, 
winner of seven Tours de France; 
Tiger Woods, perhaps the great- 
est golfer in history; and Alex 
Rodriguez, simply the best all- 
around baseball player I have 
seen in almost 60 years of 
sportswriting. 

These four remarkably distinct 
human beings took diverse paths 
to dishonor, although they share 
one similarity — there is little ar- 
gument about their transgres- 
sions. This is about clemency for 
the guilty, which is never easy. 

THE ONES I MET 

Pete was the first one I met, as a 
young baseball reporter in the 
1960s. He was with the Cincin- 
nati Reds. I was charmed by his 
enthusiastic “Charlie Hustle” 
style of play and his friendliness, 
neither to be taken for granted 
among big leaguers. There were 
rumors of his olf-field dalliances, 
which were certainly common, 
but nothing about gambling on 
baseball, a major sin, which he 
later lied about. 

I never much liked Tiger, 
whose surly aloofness was given a 
pass by golf writers who realized 
he was the sport’s meal ticket. As 
an unlicensed shrink, I found it 
easy to attribute his attitude and 
drive to the impossible demands 
from his father to be “The One.” 
And I wondered whether his 
literal and emotional crackup in 
2009 was a response to that pres- 
sure. His game has yet to recover 
from his tawdry sexual scandal, 
divorce and humiliation. 

As a survivor of the same kind 
of cancer that Lance pedaled past, 
I admire his guts and the good he 
has done as a supporter of cancer 
research and treatment. I also 
understand the animosity toward 
him, which is based on how he 
bullied the news media and the 
racing community to cover up his 
doping and his lies. That, too, was 
about survival. While bike racing 
may be a corrupt stew of perfor- 
mance-enhancing drugs, that’s 
not enough of an excuse for 
Lance. 

Alex is the only one of the four 
I’ve never met, which could be 
why I find his case particularly 
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Pete Rose

poignant; I don’t feel any sense of 
personal betrayal, as many fans 
do. I see a needy, vulnerable, un- 
sure artist whose steroid use bol- 
stered a pathetic lack of 
self-esteem. That’s hard to fath- 
om in such a handsome, gifted 
man. We’d be perfect if we were 
him, right? 

HALL OF SHAME-ISH 

I don’t think any of the four fully 
understands that what he did was 
wrong or why people are so hurt 
and outraged. It’s a sorry specta- 
cle, made worse because none of 
the four has actually said “I’m 
sorry” in ways we could believe. 
They might be sorry for getting 
caught; for being deprived of hon- 
ors, respect and money; for em- 
barrassing their families, friends, 
fans and themselves. But not so 
sorry for their unacceptable be- 
havior, because they still seem to 
believe everyone else is doing the 
same bad things. 

Maybe this is more our prob- 
lem than theirs. Once favorite 
athletes disappoint us, we want 
them to simply disappear because 
the reminder of how much they 
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Tiger Woods 
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once meant to us is so painful. We 
loved them for aspects of their 
character, real or imagined, that 
touched us. I understand not lov- 
ing them anymore, but totally re- 
jecting them is also rejecting the 
humanity that once brought us 
together. 

So let’s forgive them. Let’s say, 
thanks for the memories, and 
move on. Let’s reconsider eventu- 
al Hall of Fame slots for Pete and 
Alex. Not the main hall, just a lit- 
tle nook of their own. It’s sort of 
Hall of Shame-ish, but at least it 
acknowledges that two of the 
greatest players of all time passed 
through. Let’s find some way to 
gently push Tiger onto another, 
less demeaning, course so he can 
take care of his kids, find his soul 
and come to terms with his late 
dad and his demons. Let Lance 
ride, certainly for charity. He has 
offered more hope and support 
than most of his critics. 

Let’s get over it.

Battle is not over 
for disabled Americans 


Despite big strides, 
barriers remain

Civil rights issues have dom- 
inated headlines this year, each 
deserving of attention. But there 
is one issue that tends to be over- 
shadowed year after year — one 
that impacts the largest minority 
group in the U.S., people with dis- 
abilities. 

For decades, cities and com- 
munities were inaccessible, from 
restaurants to public transporta- 
tion and even sidewalks. The 
world was full of obstacles that 
restricted independent living for 
millions of Americans. I wit- 
nessed this from a young age. 

Though it has been more than 
a decade since my father passed 
away, as an ambassador and 
board member of the Christopher 
& Dana Reeve Foundation I am 
well aware of the progress that 
has been made within the re- 
search and disability communi- 
ties. But a recent experience I had 
was particularly revelatory. 

At a New York Rangers playoff 
game at Madison Square Garden 
this spring, I — accompanied by a 
paralyzed friend who uses a 
wheelchair — saw firsthand how 
accessibility has evolved. When I 
attended games with my dad after 
his spinal cord injury, there was 
no seating for people with wheel- 
chairs. My family sat in folding 
chairs near the players’ entrance, 
and we moved aside when the 
Zamboni came through. This 
time, elevators led us to precisely 
where we needed to go, and clear 
signs directed us to the wheel- 
chair-accessible section. It was 
moving to realize how much easi- 


er it has become for people in 
wheelchairs to enjoy experiences 
others take for granted. 

It wasn’t always like this. The 
Americans with Disabilities Act 
(ADA), which celebrates its 25th 
anniversary Sunday, was crucial 
in combating the inequality that 
stood in the way of independent 
living for people with disabilities. 
Thanks to this law, there are 
more access ramps, improved 
transportation and increased 
protection in employment, edu- 
cation and housing. 

But while there have been sig- 
nificant strides, barriers are still 
widespread for the 56.7 million 
Americans with disabilities. 
Many never leave their homes be- 
cause of transportation difficul- 
ties. Even 25 years after the ADA 
was passed, many mammography 
and gynecological devices have 
not been adapted for people in 
wheelchairs. Accessibility needs 
to become more than a few adap- 
tations in businesses and com- 
munities. People with disabilities 
should be able to access a restau- 
rant from the main entrance in- 
stead of through the kitchen, have 
accessible bathroom stalls and 
not be turned away when a venue 
has met its “maximum capacity 
for wheelchairs.” 

Let’s not wait another 25 years 
to end discrimination for the mil- 
lions of Americans who deserve a 
world free of virtual and physical 
barriers. As my dad said, “It 
comes down to us. We have the 
power to make an enormous 
difference.” 

Together, let’s make a 
difference.

to $23.2 billion on a profit of $92 
million, or 19 cents a share. 

Analysts were expecting Ama- 
zon to post a net loss of 14 cents 


per share on $22.4 billion in reve- 
nue, according to estimates from 
Thomson Financial. 

The jump in Amazon’s shares 
ballooned its market cap to 
$262 billion after hours, topping 
that of retail giant Walmart ($233 
billion) and Alibaba ($213 bil- 
lion). It also made its founder, 
Jeff Bezos, $7 billion richer. 

The results topped its own 
forecast that second-quarter sales 
would increase between 7% and 
18%, to between $20.6 billion and 
$22.8 billion. 

A big plus for the company was 
growth in its cloud computing 


business, Amazon Web Services. 
It had net sales of $1.8 billion, up 
81% year over year and up from 
$1.57 billion last quarter. AWS’ 
profits were $391 million, up 
from $77 million year over year. 

Kevin Kelly, chief investment 
officer for Recon Capital Partners 
in Greenwich, Conn., said he 
could see a day when Amazon’s 
fortunes rest not on its e-com- 
merce division but its back-end 
cloud sales. 

On the earnings call Thursday, 
Amazon CFO Brian Olsavsky said 
price isn’t the major point that 
''resonates” with customers when 


it comes to AWS. 

"The ability to move faster and 
more agilely is what they value,” 
he said. 

Amazon’s outlook was a sweet- 
ener for investors. For the Sep- 
tember quarter, Amazon said it 
expects to post sales of between 
$23.3 billion and $25.5 billion, a 
growth rate of 13% to 24%. Ana- 
lysts were predicting revenues of 
between $22.9 billion and $24.7 
billion for the third quarter. 

Shares hit a 52-week high of 
$493.20 on Monday. In after 
hours trading Thursday they 
were up to $568.98.

For Nikkei, which traces its 
roots to 1876 and operates Ja- 
pan’s largest business newspaper, 
the acquisition expands its reach 
globally with a highly respected 
brand and provides access to the 
FTs more advanced know-how in 
retaining digital readers. 

The price paid by Nikkei raised 
eyebrows among media industry 
watchers. It far exceeds the $250 
million paid by Amazon founder 
Jeff Bezos in 2013 for The Wash- 
ington Post. That same year. The

Boston Globe was sold for $70 
million. The New York Times 
Co.’s market capitalization totals 
about $2.2 billion as of Thursday. 

The deal to buy the FT Group, 
a Pearson unit that publishes the 
salmon-colored financial newspa- 
per, doesn’t include Pearson’s 
50% stake in The Economist 
Group or its London property. 
The deal will likely be completed 
in the fourth quarter. 

"Pearson has been a proud pro- 
prietor of the FT for nearly 60 
years. But we’ve reached an in- 
flection point in media, driven by 
the explosive growth of mobile 
and social,” Pearson CEO John 
Fallon said in a statement. "In 
this new environment, the best 
way to ensure the FTs journalis- 
tic and commercial success is for 


it to be part of a global, digital 
news company.” 

FT Group had 24 million 
pounds of operating profit in 
2014, or about $37.3 million. Sales 
totaled about 334 million pounds, 
or $519 million. 

"We share the same journalis- 
tic values,” Nikkei Group CEO 
Tsuneo Kita said. "Together, we 
will strive to contribute to the de- 
velopment of the global 
economy.” 

The Financial Times, which 
has a heavy emphasis on markets, 
business, politics and interna- 
tional news, is arguably Pearson’s 
best-known brand. Like other 
newspapers, it has struggled to 
maintain print circulation and 
advertising sales. But the FT has 
been an industry leader in finding 
revenue online and has sought to 
expand paying readership by 
charging for content. 

It now claims about 720,000 in 
total circulation, including about 
500,000 digital subscribers.

EU accuses U.S. studios of antitrust violations 


Says contracts block 
movies, media access

The European Union is going 
after Mickey Mouse. The EU’s 
antitrust arm Thursday accused 
six major U.S. film studios and a 
British television firm of improp- 
erly blocking viewer access to 
movies and other media content. 

Intensifying a probe that began 
in January 2014, the European 
Commission filed formal charges 
known as a statement of objec- 
tions against the Disney, NBC- 
Universal, Paramount Pictures, 
Sony, Twentieth Century Fox and 
Warner Brothers studios, along 
with broadcaster Sky UK. The 


Disney called the 
commission’s analysis 
^^destructive of consumer 
value” and said it would 
^^oppose the proposed 
action vigorously.” 

commission alleged that viewers 
on Europe’s mainland were un- 
fairly blocked from watching pay 
TV services available in the Unit- 
ed Kingdom and Ireland. 

"European consumers want to 
watch the pay-TV channels of 
their choice regardless of where 
they live or travel in the EU,” said 
Margrethe Vestager, the EU’s 
commissioner for competition. 
"Our investigation shows that 
they cannot do this today, also be- 
cause licensing agreements be- 
tween the major film studios and 
Sky UK do not allow consumers 
in other EU countries to access 
Sky’s UK and Irish pay-TV.” 

The case focuses on licensing 


clauses that require Sky UK to 
block access to films through its 
online pay-TV services — a proce- 
dure known as "geo-blocking” — 
or through its satellite pay-TV 
services to all European consum- 
ers outside the UK. and Ireland. 

Conversely, the commission 
said some contracts required stu- 
dios to ensure their licensing 
deals with European broadcast- 
ers other than Sky UK blocked 
those firms from making their 
pay-TV services available in the 
UK. and Ireland. 

The commission also is exam- 
ining licensing agreements be- 
tween the studios and France’s 
Canal Plus, Sky Italia, Sky 
Deutschland and Spain’s DTS. 

The new antitrust charges 
mark an interim step in the inves- 
tigation process that enables the 
companies to respond. 

Under EU regulations, the 
companies could face fines as 


high as 10% of their most recent 
global annual sales if the allega- 
tions ultimately are upheld. 

Confirming it had received the 
EU objections. Sky UK said it 
would "respond in due course.” 
NBC Universal said it is "commu- 
nicating constructively with the 
European Commission.” Warner 
Brothers said it was cooperating, 
20th Century Fox and Paramount 
declined to comment and Sony 
did not respond to a message. 

U.S. movie studios have been 
selling exclusive territorial licens- 
ing rights to their films and other 
content "for longer than there’s 
been a EU,” said Neil Begley, a 
Moody’s senior financial analyst 
who covers the companies. 

Enabling viewers in other Eu- 
ropean nations to gain access to 
Sky UK’s transmissions of movies 
"would undermine the studios’ 
rights to sell that content in those 
other countries,” Begley said.

With purchase, Japanese publisher set 
to ‘make a statement on the world stage’

Japanese business media firm 
Nikkei Inc/s pursuit of a marquee 
media property in the West, cul- 
minating in its acquisition Thurs- 
day of the Financial Times, 
illustrates the company’s desire 
to make a global impact in 
journalism. 

Although 139-year-old Nikkei 
has 36 offices around the world, it 
has until now remained primarily 
focused on telling stories for an 
Asian news audience. 

That changes with the compa- 
ny’s $1.3 billion acquisition of the 
Financial Times and its related 
businesses from London-based 
publisher Pearson Group. 

“This is a fascinating deal for 
them,” said Hugh Tallents, part- 
ner at New York-based manage- 
ment consultancy cg42. “They’re 


heavily entrenched in Asia, very 
well respected, have a huge circu- 
lation. But they’ve been looking 
for a global media property that 
can take them beyond the con- 
fines of Asia and really make a 
statement on the world stage. 
And it doesn’t come more well re- 
spected than the FT” 

The combined company will 
become a significant print force 
in global business news, rooted in 
Japan, where print newspaper 
readership has been more resil- 
ient despite the emergence of 
digital news. 

“It is a highly literate culture 
with a tradition of reading the 
printed word,” said Charles Mor- 
rison, president of the Honolulu- 
based East-West Center. “We 
have to remember it’s a substan- 
tially older society than certainly 
the United States or even parts of 
Europe now. So the online trends 
probably happen less quickly in 
some areas.” 

What’s unclear is how the deal

kei have employees in the U.S. It’s 
unclear how their jobs will be affect- 
ed. 

will affect the corporate or news- 
room staffs of Nikkei and the Fi- 
nancial Times. Both 

organizations have reporters and 
editors in the U.S., including bu- 
reaus in New York and 
Washington. 

Still, while much of the atten- 
tion surrounding the deal in- 
volves the Financial Times’ 
salmon-colored newspaper, the 
company’s digital presence is its 
most lucrative draw. 

In any event, there’s a natural 


symbiosis in the business strate- 
gies of Nikkei and the Financial 
Times. Both business media com- 
panies have bet heavily and suc- 
cessfully on paid subscriptions 
for their online news content, 
even as their less-valuable print 
newspapers linger. 

Plus, advertisers are willing to 
pay more for wealthier audi- 
ences. Nikkei said it has more 
than 400,000 paid subscribers to 
its business news website. The 
Financial Times had about 
504,000 paid subscribers to its 
website, FT.com, as of February. 

Both companies have identi- 
fied value in broadening their on- 
line brands beyond news. Nikkei, 
for example, is emphasizing an 
evolution into what it described 
as “a tool that helps people ad- 
vance their careers.” In 2014, 
Nikkei invested $20 million in 
U.S.-based start-up Evernote, 
which agreed to integrate Nikkei 
content directly into its app. 

For Pearson, the deal allows it 
to focus on its larger education 
unit that sells textbooks and on- 
line learning tools for students 
and teachers. 


The sale does not include Pear- 
son’s 50% stake in The Econo- 
mist Group, which published 
news magazine The Economist, or 
the Financial Times’ physical of- 
fice in London. The companies 
expect the deal to be finalized in 
the fourth quarter. 

“I am extremely proud of 
teaming up with the Financial 
Times, one of the most presti- 
gious news organizations in the 
world,” Nikkei Group CEO Tsu- 
neo Kita said. “Our motto of pro- 
viding high-quality reporting on 
economic and other news, while 
maintaining fairness and impar- 
tiality, is very close to that of the 
FT. We share the same journalis- 
tic values. Together, we will strive 
to contribute to the development 
of the global economy.” 

The Financial Times has strug- 
gled to maintain print circulation 
even as the publication remains 
highly respected among finan- 
ciers and business news fans. 
“The strong digital circulation 
growth offset continued structur- 
al declines in print content and 
advertising,” the company said in 
its 2014 annual report.

I nvestors were braced 
for a horrific earnings 
season — but the re- 
ality is coming in not 
quite so bad. 

More than 50 compa- 
nies reported their profit 
Thursday — putting earn- 
ings front and center in 
investors’ minds as fears 
about Greece and the Chi- 
nese stock markets have 
faded away. 

So far, 72 of the 104 
companies in the Stan- 
dard & Poor’s 500 that 
have reported earnings 
exceeded expectations, 
S&P Capital IQ says. That 
means 69% of companies 
have reported more profit 
than analysts were ex- 
pecting, which is slightly 
better than than 66% that 
typically do. 

Upcoming earnings re- 
ports are critical as in- 
vestors need funda- 
mentals to justify the rich 
prices they’re paying for 
stocks. The S&P 500 is 
trading for 17.6 times ex- 
pected earnings over the 
next 12 months, well 
above the 16 P-E that has 
been the average over the 
past 15 years.

AIRLINES BOOSTED BY LOWER FUEL COSTS 

United Continental. The airline’s stock blew an 
earlier gain to close down 0.7% at $56.67 Thurs- 
day. The company reported record net income 
of $1.2 billion, or $3.14 a share, thanks to lower 
fuel costs. That’s despite slower sales, with total 
revenue of $9.9 billion, down 4% year on year. 

Southwest Airlines. This low-fare consumer 
darling gained 3.9% to $36.48 after reporting its 
ninth consecutive quarterly profit record. It re- 
ported $691 million in earnings, or $1.03 per 
diluted share vs. $1.02 expected by Thomson 
Reuters, with revenue of $5.11 billion.

Caterpillar. Shares of the multi- 
national construction and farm 
equipment manufacturer were 
down 3.6% to $76.88 after report- 
ing net profit of $710 million in 
the second quarter, down 28% 
from the same period a year 
earlier. Revenue plunged 13% to 
$12.3 billion due to pressure from 
foreign economies. Adjusted 
earnings were $1.27 per share, in 
line with expectations. 

Dow Chemical. The maker of 
plastics and chemicals used in 
everything from paint to clean- 
ing products to insulation saw its 
shares fall 4.5% to $47.76. Al- 
though second-quarter profit of 
91 cents a share beat estimates, 
revenue fell 13.5% to $12.91 billion 
due to pressure from oil prices 
and the strong dollar. 

3M. The company which makes 
thousands of products ranging 
from scotch tape to industrial 
coatings, earned $1.3 billion, or 
$2.02 per share, 2 cents above 
estimates. But revenue dropped 
to $7.69 billion, and shares were 
down 3.8% to $149.50.

General Motors. The auto- 
maker’s shares gained 4.0% to

Patent pool wants payment for streaming video

The advent of Ultra High Defi- 
nition 4K video may mean not 
only higher quality streaming but 
also higher royalties. 

A group of companies — ex- 
pected to be among them are GE, 
Technicolor, Dolby, Philips and 
Mitsubishi Electric — that hold 
patents for next generation video 
compression technology want to 
change the compensation model 
for such patents. 

This is typically very dry and 
boring technical legalize, but the 
royalty schedule the HEVC Ad- 
vance group announced Wednes- 


day for its H.265 compression 
standard had a twist. Not only 
were expected devices such as 
movie disc players, TVs and set- 
top boxes on the list, but also in- 
cluded were content services. 

That suggests the company — 
HEVC stands for “High Efficiency 
Video Coding” — expects any 
firm that uses H.265 compression 
for video delivery to pay HEVC 
0.05% of any relevant streaming 
revenue. That could include tra- 
ditional pay-TV operators such as 
DirecTV and streaming services 
Amazon and Netflix, all of which 
already offer some 4K video. 

Companies that plan to use the 
technology such as Facebook, 
Netflix and others might have to 
pay $100 million annually in li- 


censing payments, says Dan Ray- 
burn, analyst with research and 
consulting firm Frost & Sullivan. 

“The licensing terms apply to 
all content services that get reve- 
nue from advertising, subscrip- 
tion and (pay-per-view) — which 
pretty much equals every content 
owner, (over-the-top video) pro- 
vider, broadcaster, sports league, 
satellite broadcaster and cable 
provider you can think of,” he 
wrote in a scathing column on 
StreamingMedia.com, where he 
is executive vice president. 

“The best way to describe their 
terms would be unreasonable and 
greedy.” 

When asked about the plan, 
HEVC Advance CEO Peter Moll- 
er responded via email that: 


“HEVC Advance believes that the 
prior model of putting the entire 
royalty obligation solely on de- 
vice manufacturers is neither 
sustainable nor appropriate. 
Business models have changed 
substantially in the last 10 plus 
years and licensing models need 
to change as well. It is HEVC Ad- 
vance’s belief that each of those 
benefitting financially from, and 
using HEVC/H.265 technology in 
products and services from which 
they derive revenue (directly or 
indirectly) should pay a fair and 
reasonable royalty for their use of 
this break-through technology, 
including content providers.” 

Streaming video providers 
would pay royalties on HEVC 
video “when streamed under ei- 


ther a subscription model or title- 
by- title,” he said. 

H.265 is the successor to 
H.264, also known as Advanced 
Video Coding, widely used for 
HDTV and Blu-ray Discs. Already 
used in some devices, H.265 de- 
livers improved video using less 
data, making it ideal for smart- 
phones, tablets and Net-streamed 
video. But this change in royalty 
assessment could threaten entire 
industries looking for consumers 
to upgrade devices. 

“This is anti-consumer,” said 
Richard Doherty, co-founder of 
tech research and consulting firm 
Envisioneering. “To try to attach 
(royalties to) the stream is some- 
thing that could stall the market 
totally for years.”

Investors crossing their fingers on forecasts

Could Wall Street analysts be 
wrong again? 

Investors can only hope. 

Right now, Standard & Poor’s 
500 companies are expected to 
register their first earnings de- 
cline in almost six years with 
their second-quarter results. 

But as more companies reveal 
their actual results, the size of the 
expected loss is shrinking. 

Currently, analysts expect sec- 
ond-quarter earnings to be down 
1% from the year-ago period, says 
earnings-tracker Thomson Reu- 
ters I/B/E/S. But that is a lot bet- 
ter than the 3% drop expected on 
July 2, and two-thirds of S&P 500 
companies still haven’t reported 
earnings. 

If that sounds familiar, it 


should. The same thing happened 
as first-quarter earnings report- 
ing season unfolded. 

On April 3, Thomson says ana- 
lysts were predicting first-quarter 
earnings would fall 2.8% — the 
first profit drop since the third 
quarter of 2009. But by May I, 
when a majority of S&P 500 com- 
panies had reported, earnings 
were actually up 2.0%. 

Thomson’s David Aurelio says 
history could easily repeat. “The 
similarities between the two 
quarters are shocking,” he says. 

Unfortunately, there is one 
other similarity between the two. 
S&P 500 revenue — the all-im- 
portant top line — now is expect- 
ed to be down 3.8%, only slightly 
better than the 4.1% drop expect- 
ed July 2. Revenue expectations 
were consistently negative as 
first-quarter earnings season pro- 
gressed. Stocks really haven’t 
gone anywhere since.

A: If you leave cash parked in your 
brokerage account — stop it right now. 
You’re giving your brokerage a free inter- 
est-free loan. 

It’s a dirty little secret in the brokerage 
industry — uninvested cash gets 0% in- 
terest at most firms. But here’s the good 
part: Using the same technology broker- 
ages use to get your cash in, you can get 
your cash out to in a place where you can 
get 1% interest. That way you get paid 
while you consider which stock to buy — 
not your broker. 

Nearly all online brokerages allow in- 
vestors to electronically move money in 
and out from external banks. Setting this 
up varies by brokerage, but there’s usual- 
ly a 'Transfer” money section or tab to 
establish a so-called 'ACH” link with an 
outside bank. Typically, the brokerage 
will transmit a small deposit first — to 
confirm the link is working before you 
move big chunks of cash. 

You’ll need a bank to link to. A number 
of online banks are paying close to 1% or 
better. There’s Ally Bank, for instance, 
which pays 0.99% on online savings ac- 
counts. But that’s just one example; you 
can get more suggestions at 
Bankrate.com. 

The 1% isn’t going to make you rich. 
But if you have lots of dry power, it might 
be more than you realize. And it’s better 
you get money than your broker.

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Applications for unemployment aid plunge to 42-year low

The number of Americans fil- 
ing initial applications for unem- 
ployment benefits fell to a 
42-year low last week in the latest 
sign the labor market is poised 
for further gains. 

First-time claims for the week 
ending July 18 dropped by 26,000 
to 255,000, the lowest level since 
1973, the Labor Department said 
Thursday Economists surveyed 
by Bloomberg expected a dip of 
just 3,000. 

The four-week average, which 


smooths out volatility, declined 
by 4,000 to 282,500. 

Last week’s decline likely was 
accentuated by two big summer 
auto plant shutdowns. Yet the to- 
tal was a record low after adjust- 
ing for population gains since 
1973. 

Initial jobless claims are a reli- 
able gauge of layoffs. And with the 
unemployment rate at a seven- 
year low of 5.3% and a growing 
number of workers feeling confi- 
dent enough to switch jobs, many 
employers are holding on to staff- 
ers. “There is certainly no sign of 
the labor market losing momen- 
tum,” says Jim O’Sullivan, chief 
U.S. economist for High Frequen- 


cy Economics. 

The economy has gained near- 
ly 3 million jobs in the past year. 
With that many more people 
earning paychecks, economists 
forecast that spending should 
pick up and help fuel growth for 
the rest of this year. 

Even so, there are some signs 
of ongoing weakness in the job 
market. The unemployment rate 
fell in June mostly because many 
of the unemployed stopped look- 
ing for work, rather than found 
jobs. The proportion of Ameri- 
cans working or looking for work 
fell to a 38-year low.

Ferrari revs up plans to sell stock to public

grow profits while

Ferrari, a luxury brand that 
''transcends the automotive in- 
dustry,” filed the documents nec- 
essary Thursday to sell 10% of its 
shares to the public, setting in 
motion a process Fiat Chrysler 
Automobiles CEO Sergio Mar- 
chionne hopes to finish by the 
end of the year to unlock the val- 
ue of the luxury sports car brand. 

Marchionne wants to raise 
money from the sale of Ferrari 
stock to fund his ambitious, five- 
year plan to expand FCA globally 
into an automaker that sells 7 
million cars and trucks annually. 

Because of regulatory issues, 
Ferrarfs public offering can’t oc- 
cur until after Oct. 13, a year after 
Fiat Chrysler listed its shares on 
the New York Stock Exchange. 


Ferrari also plans to list its shares 
on the NYSE. The company ex- 
pects its separation from Fiat 
Chrysler Automobiles to com- 
pleted early next year. 

UBS Investment Bank, Bank of 
America, Merrill Lynch and Ban- 
co Santander are acting as joint 
bookrunners for the offering, and 
UBS Investment Bank is acting as 
global coordinator. 

"We believe our history of ex- 


cellence, technological innova- 
tion and defining style transcends 
the automotive industry, and is 
the foundation of the Ferrari 
brand and image,” the company 
said in its registration statement, 
filed with the US. Securities and 
Exchange Commission. 

The Maranello, Italy-based 
automaker plans to offer up to 
10% of its stock to the public, dis- 
tribute 80% of the stock to exist- 


ing Fiat Chrysler shareholders 
and the remaining 10% will con- 
tinue to be owned by Piero Lardi 
Ferrari, a son of the founder. 

After the spinoff. Fiat Chrysler 
Automobiles no longer will have 
an ownership stake in Ferrari. 
However, Exor, an investment 
firm controlled by Fiat scion 
John Elkann, will. Elkann, the 
great-great-grandson of Fiat 
founder Giovanni Agnelli, is both 
the chairman of Fiat Chrysler 
and is the chairman of Exor. 

After the public offering and 
spinoff, Exor will own about 24% 
of Ferrari, according to Thurs- 
day’s filing. Marchionne also will 
serve as chairman of Ferrari. 

Ferrari, founded in 1947 by En- 
zo Ferrari, is a car manufacturer 
unlike any other. The company 
makes about 7,200 cars a year, is 
embraced in Italy and around the 
world for its ongoing success in 
Formula 1 racing and is a power- 
ful luxury brand. 

And even though it only sells a 
small number of cars annually, 
Ferrari generated more than 


$3 billion in revenue last year and 
a profit of $423 million. 

Marchionne previously said he 
believes Ferrari should be valued 
as a luxury brand, valued as high 
as $11 billion. He has said the 
company could increase produc- 
tion to as many as 10,000 cars a 
year. Those plans have been criti- 
cized by some enthusiasts who 
say increasing production could 
diminish the brand’s exclusivity. 

The company said it plans to 
expand the brand into sports- 
wear, watches, accessories, con- 
sumer electronics and theme 
parks. The company already op- 
erates the world’s largest indoor 
theme park called "Ferrari World 
Abu Dhabi,” in Abu Dhabi. 

"We think the filing of the Fer- 
rari IPO prospectus shows the 
continued commitment by a 
management and board who are 
actively pursuing various avenues 
to maximize value at the Compa- 
ny (Fiat),” said Adam Wyden, 
managing member of ADW Capi- 
tal Management, a hedge fund in 
New York.

Mazda's small CX-3 
has swagger to spare 


Crossover has style, is economical to run 
and has a starting price at less than $20,000

counting on its little CX-3 cross- 
over to stand out from the crowd. 

The new 2016 CX-3 is a style 
play, hoping that its attractive 
looks and fuel-thrifty, advanced 
engine will tear buyers away from 
subcompact SUV competitors. 
Some of the latest include Honda 
HR-V, Chevrolet Trax, Jeep Ren- 
egade and its corporate cousin, 
the Fiat 500X. 

After a morning of driving 
through hills north of Los Ange- 
les, it became clear that CX-3 has 
the potential to shake up the seg- 
ment. It’s a confident driving ma- 
chine. The 146 horses from its 
4-cylinder, 2-liter high-compres- 
sion Skyactiv engine provided 
plenty, though not an overabun- 
dance, of pep. There’s a full suite 
of techno and safety tech plus, if 
you order it, a potent Bose sound 
system. 

In the end, though, we suspect 
CX-3 will win the majority of buy- 
ers based on looks and the price 
— winning hearts and minds — a 
potent combination with a target 
of young, mostly single 
customers. 

On looks, it’s as shapely and 
impressive on the road as it was 
when the sheet fiew off late last 
year at the Los Angeles Auto 
Show. The accomplishment is no 
small feat. Designers will tell you 
that making small cars look good, 
not just cute, is a challenge. 

Mazda did it by resisting the 
urge to simply downsize its popu- 
lar CX-5 crossover. Instead, de- 
sign manager Ken Saward says

the team gave the CX-3 more ag- 
gressive looks with lots of surface 
curves and detail, a blacked-out 
rear roof pillar to make the vehi- 
cle look longer and adding big 18- 
inch wheels on the high- trim ver- 
sion. Instead of appearing like a 
wide-eyed kitty cat, think prow- 
ling panther. 

"The vehicle looks like it is 
moving forward and is ready to 
strike,” Saward says. Even the 
headlights look they are "locked 
on its prey.” 

Do you really want to let you 
children play near this thing, lest 
they be swallowed whole? Well, 
yes. CX-3 isn’t as threatening as it 
sounds, but it does take chances.

We had mixed feelings about 
the interior, for instance. On one 
hand, it’s striking. On the other, 
the use of white upholstery trim 
on the seat and dashboard on the 
high-end Grand Touring time 
level and dashboard looks 
cool now but could get 
dirty and scuffed over 
time. Also, we’re a bit 
annoyed by the 
heads-up display on 
a clear plastic tab 
that pops up and the 
navigation screen 
that’s mounted, 
rather than embed- 
ded, in the dashboard. 
Both look frail. 

Those are nits, of 
course. In the bigger pic- 
ture, the CX-3’s tall stance 
affords plenty of headroom in 
the front seats —we’re 6-foot- 2. 
Also appreciated is that it’s easy 
to see out of the CX-3, helped by 
its standard rear-view camera. As 
basic as that sounds, it’s not al- 
ways the case in cars that design- 
ers want to look racy. 

While Fiat also is painting its 
500X as a style play, it doesn’t 
have Mazda’s other big advan- 
tage: the Skyactiv engine. Mazda 
gave Skyactiv a higher compres- 
sion ratio and other tech to try to 
grab extra miles per gallon. As a 
result, CX-3 is rated at 29 mpg in 
the city, 35 on the highway and 31 
mpg overall. Shave off 2 mpg 
overall for the all-wheel-drive 
version. 

While the looks of this car will 
attract enthusiasts, one thing 
won’t: There’s no option for a 
manual transmission. It comes 
only with a 6-speed automatic. 

Riel thrift extends to price. 
Like its competition, Mazda 
wants to be able to say it starts at 
less than $20,000, so it’s $19,960 
to start, plus $880 in delivery 
charges. 

Add another $2,000 for the 
Touring model and $5,030 for the 
Grand Touring edition. 

It comes to showrooms next 
month. 


Goo^e to test 
cars in sticky 
situations

Google is concentrating its au- 
tonomous car testing on the more 
difficult and unpredictable sce- 
narios that crop up on surface 
streets more often than on 
freeways. 

Speaking at the Automated Ve- 
hicle Symposium on Wednesday 
in Ypsilanti, Chris Urmson, direc- 
tor of Google’s self-driving cars, 
showed a variety of scenes the 
cars have confronted on surface 
streets around the company’s 
headquarters in Mountain View, 
Calif. 

One case featured a duck 
scampering across an intersec- 
tion followed by a woman in an 
electric-powered wheelchair go- 
ing back and forth, in apparent 
pursuit of the duck.

"It doesn’t matter how long 
you gave me, I never would have 
come up with that scenario. 
There are no rules. The DMV has 
nothing in its handbook,” Urm- 
son said. 

The car must have the ability 
to determine, "This is weird. I’m 
just going to chill out here and let 
that all play out.” 

But human drivers might 
watch the path of the woman and 
the duck and proceed if they 
think they see a safe opening. The 
Google car will simply wait until 
its cameras and sensors don’t no- 
tice any impediment. 

Urmson showed another ex- 
ample where three lanes of traffic 
were about to proceed from an 
intersection as the light turned 
green. The Google car was in the 
far right lane. But coming from 
the left was a bicyclist who was 
determined to shoot through the 
intersection despite a red light in 
his direction. 

The first two human-driven 
cars moved forward, forcing the 
cyclist to swerve toward the mid- 
dle of the intersection to avoid 
them. The Google car held its po- 
sition because one of its sensors 
picked up the cyclist’s speed and 
concluded it was about to bolt 
through the intersection. 

But this extra degree of cau- 
tion, at this stage in the technol- 
ogy’s development, creates 
another level of risk. 

Google has begun reporting ac- 
cidents involving its vehicles. It 
turns out they have been involved 
in 14 minor accidents over more 
than 1.8 million miles of testing. 
In one recent accident, the Goo- 
gle car was rear-ended by the car 
behind it, whose driver didn’t no- 
tice a traffic jam ahead. 

"People are going to be peo- 
ple,” Urmson said.

Gk>rdon overwhelmed 
by Pittsboro tribute

PITTSBORO, IND. The Jeff Gor- 
don Day Parade rolled down 
Main Street in tiny Pittsboro, 
with seemingly most of the 
town’s 3,100 residents filling the 
sidewalks. 

Among the crowd was a wom- 
an in a striped shirt who waved 
excitedly and urgently when a 
convertible carrying Gordon 
drove by. The car had nearly 


passed her position before Gor- 
don, scanning the crowd for fa- 
miliar faces, finally spotted the 
woman, pointed and waved. 

She smiled and laughed. It was 
Gordon’s mother, Carol Bickford, 
who together with husband John 
Bickford moved the family to ru- 
ral Pittsboro in 1986 in hopes of 
helping Gordon pursue a racing 
career. 

Twenty- nine years later, the 
pride of Pittsboro had returned 
home to be feted by the commu-

Griner on 7-game suspension: 
‘There was a lot of learning’

LOS ANGELES Brittney Griner 
has been in a dark place before. 

Growing up and getting bullied 
— taunted by verbal jabs that ref- 
erenced her tall stature and mas- 
culine style — Griner found a safe 
haven: the basketball court. 

“It's been my rock. Without 
basketball, I don’t know where Fd 
be. I don’t know how I’d have 
made it through some of the 
things I’ve been through,” Griner 
told USA TODAY Sports. "When 
I’m on the court. I’m free. I don’t 
have to think about being judged 
on anything but my performance, 
which I can control. When I’m on 
the court. I’m at peace.” 

Griner’s life off the court has 
been far from peaceful, and bas- 
ketball has again become her ref- 
uge in a time of turbulence. The 
6-8 Phoenix Mercury center was 
suspended by the WNBA for the 
first seven games of the season af- 
ter an arrest that stemmed from a 
fight with partner Glory Johnson 
at their Arizona home April 22. 

Griner pleaded guilty to misde- 
meanor disorderly conduct six 
days later and entered a domestic 
violence diversion program. 
Johnson pleaded not guilty 
July 15 after depicting herself as 
the incident’s victim in a June 2 
interview with Sports Illustrated. 

"Being suspended seven games 
and not being able to do what I 
love, that hurt,” Griner said. 
"That made me appreciate it even 
more. That made me never want 
to jeopardize basketball again. 
There was a lot of learning, and I 
tried to come back to the game 
with a better mind-set and 
attitude.” 

Despite the couple’s public 
controversy, they got married 
May 8. Twenty-eight days later, 
Griner filed paperwork for annul- 
ment. Johnson, who announced 
she was pregnant a day before 
Griner filed, also was suspended 
for seven games by the WNBA for 
the April altercation. She is sit- 
ting out the 2015 season because

of the pregnancy. She announced 
on Instagram on June 29 that she 
was having twins. She became 
pregnant by in vitro fertilization 
using donated sperm, and Griner 
has no biological relationship to 
the unborn children. 

Griner said in her initial annul- 
ment petition June 5 that she was 
pressured into marriage under 
duress and fraudulent statements 
were made by Johnson, according 
to Maricopa County (Ariz.) Supe- 
rior Court court documents ob- 
tained by USA TODAY Sports. In 
a motion filed July 13 to amend 
the annulment petition, Griner 
said Johnson was texting an ex- 
boyfriend while the two were en- 
gaged. The amended documents 
also detail Griner "recently dis- 
covering” Johnson’s "sexual rela- 
tionship with another man while 
the couple was dating.” 

Court documents that were 
filed June 29 detail Johnson’s re- 
quest that Griner pay $20,000 a 
month in spousal support in ad- 
dition to a $10,000 advance to- 
ward attorney fees. An 
evidentiary hearing is scheduled 
in Phoenix for Aug. 17 in regard to 
Griner’s marriage petition, which 
stated neither party was entitled 
to spousal support, and Johnson’s 
counterpetition. 

Griner told USA TODAY 
Sports there has been no commu- 
nication with Johnson since the 
marriage split. Griner also assert- 
ed, when asked about her image 
being tainted by off-court domes- 
tic violence and on-court aggres- 
siveness such as a thrown punch 
while at Baylor, "I don’t have an- 
ger issues. That’s not who I am. 

"All I’ll say about that topic is 
everyone who knows me, they 
know the truth and who I am and 
they see a difference in me,” Grin- 
er added. "There’s always going to 
be negative headlines. It’s how 
you take responsibility and re- 
spond to that. I could have sat at 
home after all this and just 


crawled up and crashed. That 
doesn’t do anything. That hurts 
you. It hurts everyone around 
you. You have to be strong.” 

Griner said one of the biggest 
things she had learned from her 
ongoing group counseling ses- 
sions was, "You have to talk about 
the hard subjects up front, be- 
cause if you let it wait it just gets 
worse and worse and worse. 

"It’s kind of funny that I’m 
talking now about the dangers of 
being silent and just going along 
with stuff ... because I work so 
hard to not do that as a person,” 
said Griner, who has had any- 
thing but a quiet public personal- 
ity since she was drafted No. I 
overall in the 2013 WNBA draft. 
"It’s easy to just slip back into 
that old you. This whole process 
has been a big awakening for me.” 


On the court, Griner has taken 
on a new leadership role. In nine 
games, she’s averaging 17.4 points, 
7.8 rebounds and a league-high 
4.0 blocks a game. 

"I think with any tough experi- 
ence in life you’re going to learn 
from it,” Mercury coach Sandy 
Brondello said. "After she had the 
suspension, she learned from it. 
The best foot forward was realiz- 
ing she made a mistake. ... And 
then she’s grown from it. The 
only way you can learn is from 
your negative experiences.” 

The Mercury are 6-3 since 
Griner’s return and 9-7 heading 
into All-Star weekend. During 
her suspension, Griner worked 
on her game with the team’s prac- 
tice squad, mainly against 6-10 
former Division II player Adam 
Grimes, who offered a taller and 


stronger presence than what 
Griner is used to in the WNBA. 
Griner also credits the polishing 
of her game to Brondello’s hus- 
band, Olaf Lange, a longtime 
coach in the WNBA and overseas 
who works intensely with Griner. 

Although her maturity is evi- 
dent on the court, Griner consid- 
ers herself a goofball off it. When 
asked about her appearance in 
ESPN The Magazine's Body Is- 
sue, Griner turned on her jokes- 
ter persona. 

"I like being different. I was 
able to showcase that ... and being 
naked. I like being naked,” Griner 
said, trying to hold in a laugh. 

"I’m just getting back to being 
me. When you’re at your best off 
the court, it makes it a hell of a lot 
easier on the court. Now, I’m just 
trying to get back to that.”

STEELERS EXTEND TOMLIN’S 
CONTRACT THROUGH 2018 

The coaching continuity con- 
tinues in Pittsburgh. The Steelers 
extended Mike Tomlin’s con- 
tract by two years Thursday, lock- 
ing him in through the 2018 
season. Tomlin has patrolled the 
Steel City sideline since 2007, go- 
ing 87-50 (including playoffs) 
while taking the Steelers to two 
Super Bowls and winning the 
Lombardi Trophy following the 
2008 season. Tomlin, 36 at the 
time, was the youngest coach to 
win the Super Bowl. Pittsburgh 
has reached the postseason five 
times in Tomlin’s eight-year ten- 
ure and never has finished below 


.500. "I very much appreciate this 
contract extension, but my sole 
focus has been and will continue 
to be meeting the challenges that 
lie ahead for the 2015 season,” 
Tomlin said in a statement. 

FROOME MAINTAINS LEAD 
IN TOUR DE FRANCE 

Chris Froome is halfway 
through the Alps, the last obstacle 
to his second Tour de France vic- 
tory, after comfortably maintain- 
ing his race lead in a Stage 18 won 
in style by Romain Bardet on 
Thursday. Bardet rode alone 
down the huge Glandon pass and 
up the 18 hairpin bends of the 
Montvernier Laces, previously 
unclimbed by the Tour, to take a 
solo victory at Saint-Jean-De- 
Maurienne on the second of four 
days in the Alps, the last big test 
before the finish in Paris on Sun- 
day. Pierre Rolland of the 
Europcar team made it a 1-2 
French finish, coming in 33 sec- 
onds behind the winner for AG2R 
La Mondiale. Also Thursday, 
Froome said he welcomed checks 
on bicycles for possible motors. 
Race officials say the 30-year-old 
Briton’s bike was one of six tested 
in a surprise check after the I8th 
stage, including that of Bardet. 
The international cycling union 
(UCI) has said it will carry out 
checks of bikes to ensure they 
don’t have motors hidden in their 
frame, which could give cheaters 
a leg up in the race. 


TORONTO CONSIDERS BID 
FOR 2024 SUMMER OLYMPICS 

Toronto Mayor John Tory says 
Canada’s largest city will make a 
decision very quickly whether to 
bid for the 2024 Summer Games. 
Tory on Thursday did nothing to 
quash speculation and use the 
Pan American Games, which end 
Sunday, as a springboard. Five 
cities have said they will bid: Bos- 
ton; Budapest, Hungary; Ham- 
burg, Germany; Paris; and Rome. 
Said Tory, "We have to sit down 
right after these games and pre- 
pare every bit of analysis — on the 
finances, on the benefits to the 
city, on the amount of publicity it 
will give us from the point of 
tourism.” 

LAMORIELLO LEAVES DEVILS 
TO BECOME MAPLE LEAFS GM 

The Toronto Maple Leafs un- 
veiled the most surprising move 
of the summer by hiring New Jer- 
sey Devils President Lou Lamo- 
riello to be the team’s general 
manager. Lamoriello, 72, had 
stepped down as New Jersey’s 
general manager after the Devils 
missed the playoffs for the third 
consecutive season and hired 
Ray Shero to be New Jersey’s 
new GM. It was assumed Lamo- 
riello was making a transitional 
step toward retirement. Unques- 
tionably, Lamoriello is one of the 
most respected management fig- 
ures in the game, and he’s known 
as a strong personality. His hiring

by Maple Leafs President Bren- 
dan Shanahan makes it clear 
Shanahan doesn’t intend to call 
the management shots behind 
the scenes. The Maple Leafs have 
been a poor defensive team in re- 
cent years, and Lamoriello had a 
long history of winning in New 
Jersey on the strength of strong 
defensive play. With Mike Bab- 
cock recently hired as coach, the 
Maple Leafs have the highest pro- 
file president- GM-coach triumvi- 
rate in the game. In 27 years as 
New Jersey’s general manager, 
Lamoriello missed the playoffs 
six times. His teams won Stanley 
Cup championships in 1995,

nity he so loves. 

'This, to me, today has been 
one of the best days of my life,” 
Gordon later told a rally held in 
the city’s park, his voice wavering. 
"I say that sincerely in every way, 
because I get to see what not only 
Pittsboro meant to me but what 
(my career) meant to you guys.” 

But Gordon’s career isn’t over 
yet. He still has a chance to ex- 
tend his record as the greatest 
stock car racer in the history of 
Indianapolis Motor Speedway 
when he goes for his sixth win 
there in Sunday’s Crown Royal 
Presents the Jeff Kyle 400 at the 
Brickyard. 

The crowd urged the defending 
Brickyard winner to extend his 
record before he steps out of his 
No. 24 car at the end of the sea- 
son. And if official proclamations 
are any sign, Gordon could be in 
line for an Indy repeat. 

Last year, the mayor of Indian- 
apolis named race day as Jeff 
Gordon Day. The Hendrick Mo- 
torsports driver went on to win 
his first Brickyard race since 
2004. 

Thursday was Jeff Gordon Day 
not only in Pittsboro but also in 
all of Indiana’s 92 counties, 
thanks to a declaration by Gov. 
Mike Pence. 

Pence also presented Gordon 
with the Sagamore of the Wa- 
bash, the highest honor a civilian 
can receive in Indiana (Gordon 
was 14 when he moved from Val- 
lejo, Calif., but is claimed as a na- 
tive son by Indiana). 

"We couldn’t be more proud 
that Jeff Gordon is a Hoosier 
through and through,” Pence 
said. "It’s not just what he’s done 
on the racetrack. It’s the kind of 
man that he is and the kind of ex- 
ample he’s set. In all honesty, Jeff, 
Hoosiers could not be prouder of 
how you’ve represented us on the 
global stage.” 

Gordon estimated he hadn’t 
been back to Pittsboro for a dec- 
ade, but he grinned when talking 
about how it looked mostly the

Sunday at nascar.usatoday.com. 

same. There was a Dollar General 
where the catfish restaurant used 
to be, he said; nothing seemed to 
have changed otherwise. 

He had spent the weeks lead- 
ing up to Thursday texting with 
some of his high school friends 
about the event and then rode 
with a few of them during the pa- 
rade. They pointed out faces in 
the crowd Gordon remembered 
from more than two decades ear- 
lier when he attended Tri-West 


High School. 

Though Gordon’s life as a Pitts- 
boro teen was mostly about rac- 
ing — he and his family would 
leave every Friday afternoon for a 
sprint car race somewhere in the 
Midwest — he shared fond mem- 
ories of growing up in the midst 
of farmland. 

Like any young Hoosier, Gor- 
don played basketball with his 
friends, although they called it 
"barn ball” and played on the top 
level of a barn. Surrounded by 
hay bales, Gordon would have to 
shoot over rafters to make it in 
the hoop. 

He smiled at that story and re- 


called getting stuck in the snow 
while driving to school, along 
with the "silly stupid things that 
you do when you’re out in the 
country.” 

If any of those things ran afoul 
of the law, Gordon doesn’t have to 
worry about it now. One of the 
other gifts he received was a 
Pittsboro Police Department 
badge. He was named as an hon- 
orary police officer in the town. 

Gordon was clearly thrilled. He 
held the badge high in the air and 
yelled, "Woo!” Then he attached 
it to his belt and wore it for the 
rest of his visit. 

"They better rethink this

badge,” he said with a chuckle. 
"And the friends of mine that are 
here better rethink some things. 
How far back can I go on some 
citizen arrests? Of course. I’d be 
pulling myself into that as well.” 

Later, he shook his head when 
talking about how much the town 
meant to him and how far he had 
come. The honors, the parade, 
the people; it was all 
overwhelming. 

"It seems like it’s just been a 
blur,” he said. "It’s amazing. You 
go to a racetrack just hoping you 
can win that race, and the next 
thing you know you’ve won five 
Brickyard 400s and four champi- 
onships and you’re coming back 
and they’re having a day named 
after you and a parade.” 

And there’s still more to come 
this weekend when Gordon actu- 
ally gets into the car for the final 
time at Indy. He doesn’t want to 
put any extra pressure on him- 
self, he said, especially consider- 
ing a new rules package could be 
a tough adjustment. 

But no matter what happens in 
the race, Thursday will be tough 
to top. 

"To kick the weekend off like 
this, there’s nothing that can take 
away from all the experiences I’ve 
had at Indianapolis after a day 
like today,” he said.

Brickyard 400’s 
first winner altered 
speedway’s course

INDIANAPOLIS Jeff Gordon and 
his family had traversed a laby- 
rinthine path from the cozy pri- 
vate suite adjacent the Pagoda 
courtyard, through a set of glass 
doors and up a set of stairs. They 
were in a hurry. Little Ella Sofia 
didn’t even get to finish her ice 
cream cone. 

Ed Carpenter greeted him on 
the landing. Simona de Silvestro 
gazed ahead in a near- trance con- 
tradicting Helio Castroneves’ 
bounding feet as massive head- 
phones barely remained atop his 
head. Most of the fire-suited driv- 
ers in the Indianapolis 500 green 
room noticed Gordon. Some ex- 
changed greetings. Some con- 
tinued with their prerace rituals 
as the NASCAR star, wife Ingrid 
Vandebosch and children Ella So- 
fia and Leo passed. 

Gordon seemed enthralled. 

The owner of a record five wins 
in the Brickyard 400 and the cer- 
emonial pace car driver for the 
Indianapolis 500 in May, Gordon 
was led outside to a platform 
where he was greeted by Mari 
Hulman- George, the matriarch 
of the company that owns Indian- 
apolis Motor Speedway, and Flor- 
ence Henderson, who would soon 
sing God Bless America. He re- 
ceived an enthusiastic kiss from 
"First Lady of Racing” Linda 
Vaughn. Crimson residue wiped 
clear from his cheek just in time, 
Gordon posed for a photograph 
with his family. 

Minutes later, Gordon’s latest 
storybook moment at Indianapo- 
lis, this one played out in jeans 
and a casual shirt, approached on 
the minute-by-minute schedule 
that dictates prerace pace. Down 
another staircase and now on a 
shaded sliver of the fabled yard of 
bricks under the Pagoda, holding 
Leo on his arms to keep him close 
in a crush of drivers and celebri- 
ties, Gordon encountered a famil- 
iar face. 

Gordon had raced against Juan 
Pablo Montoya for parts of nine 
seasons in the Sprint Cup Series 


before the former Formula One 
driver and 2000 Indianapolis 500 
winner returned to the Verizon 
IndyCar Series last season. 

"Good luck, man,” he said to 
Montoya. "You’ve got a great shot 
at this.” 

Gordon had professed the 
same sentiment about reigning 
IndyCar champion Will Power 
earlier, perhaps hedging his bets 
or just sharing the manufacturer 
pride, but good enough, as Mon- 
toya outdueled his Team Penske 
partner in the final laps to win 
open-wheel racing’s most trea- 
sured event for a second time. 

As 43-year-old Gordon returns 
to the hulking speedway at I6th 
and Georgetown two months lat- 
er — this time to drive the No. 24 
Chevrolet instead of a pace car — 
he can expect to be the center of 
attention again. 

Having announced that this 
will be the final year of a Sprint 
Cup career that stands at 92 wins 
and four championships, Gordon 
likely will never again compete at 
a track where he won the first 
NASCAR race in 1994 and the 


most recent one last year. These 
laps will count. Very much. 

Because as much as Gordon 
has won at other storied tracks, 
his roots wind around the Pagoda 
and push up through the mortar 
of the yard of bricks. Gordon was 
a transformative figure in the his- 
tory of both NASCAR and Indian- 
apolis Motor Speedway, which for 
most of a century before the in- 
cursion of stock cars had been the 
private cathedral of the open- 
wheel cars that once commanded 
the imagination of this country’s 
racing fans. 

Gordon’s Indiana and racing 
pedigrees, success and charisma 
helped validate a burgeoning 
NASCAR series with its appear- 
ance on the yard of bricks, and 
the series has held that position 
of dominance ever since as Indy- 
Car gropes to regain its niche. 
And Gordon’s path from the 
sprint car tracks of the Midwest 
to NASCAR’s high banks and high 
profile diverted the channel for a 
generation of drivers who might 
have made it to Indianapolis in 
open cockpits. 


Despite his assertions that he 
wishes this season to be a final 
drive for a championship — he is 
winless but within the Chase for 
the Sprint Cup field on points — 
Gordon has been presented all 
manner of gifts from track pro- 
moters, from race cars for his 
children to the renaming of Phoe- 
nix International Raceway for a 
day in his honor. 

Indianapolis Motor Speedway 
officials haven’t yet announced 
their offering, but maybe they 
don’t have to. 

Maybe the drivers for the Indy 
500 had done it best, simply, re- 
spectfully, for a man whose suc- 
cess had helped alter the course 
of their form of racing, in their 
shrine. 

Maybe Carpenter had said it 
best. 

"Thanks for being here,” Car- 
penter said. "It’s cool.” 

And it’s almost over.

er try at the NFL, this time with 
the Philadelphia Eagles. 

'Tou just try to come in here 
and have an open mind and learn 
and get better,” Tebow told USA 
TODAY Sports. 'That was my ap- 
proach, and they really know 
what they’re talking about.” 

They are a biomechanics tag 
team, and the pioneer is Tom 
House. 

House, 68, pitched in the big 
leagues from 1971 to 1978 and 
might be best remembered for 
catching Hank Aaron’s 715th 
home run — which broke Babe 
Ruth’s career record — in the At- 
lanta Braves bullpen. After finish- 
ing his major league career with a 
29-23 record and 3.79 career 
ERA, he became a noted pitching 
coach in the major leagues, Japan 
and elsewhere. Along the way, he 
started working with NFL quar- 
terbacks such as Tom Brady of 
the New England Patriots, Drew 
Brees of the New Orleans Saints 
and Alex Smith of the Kansas 
City Chiefs. 

By his own admission. House 
once was dismissed as a snake oil 
salesman interested only in sell- 
ing his instructional books (he 
has written more than 20) and 
videos and apps (he has produced 
hundreds.) 

His partner is Adam Dedeaux, 
29, the grandson of legendary 
use baseball coach Rod Dedeaux 
and one of House’s former pupils. 
Dedeaux pitched for the Trojans 
and reached the Class AAA affili- 
ate of the Los Angeles Dodgers in 
2011 before giving up on his base- 
ball career. 

He joined House’s instruction- 
al academy, where one might see 
Little Leaguers working along- 
side major leaguers, working 
nearby golfers, working within 
earshot of quarterbacks — a 
growing clientele that intrigued 
Dedeaux. 

He urged House to expand the 
quarterback instruction opera- 
tion, took over day-to-day duties 
of the business — 3DQB — and 
for the past two years has moni- 
tored virtually every mechanical 
throwing move made by Tebow, 
who helped the University of 
Florida win national titles in 
2006 and 2008 but has struggled 
to establish himself in the NFL. 

Expectations might be rising 
again after his work here. 

'T don’t feel like I’m the same 
player from a passing standpoint 
and a mechanics standpoint,” Te- 
bow said. 

STEPPING UP HIS GAME 

The public will be able to see for 
itself soon. Tebow is set to report 
Aug. 1 for training camp with the 
Eagles. House said the Eagles are 
getting a different quarterback 
than the one who completed 
47.9% of his passes during two 
seasons with the Denver Broncos 
and one season with the New 
York Jets. 

"He’s turned himself from a 
quarterback who can run and 
pass a little bit to somebody that 
can do both,” House told USA 
TODAY Sports. "Is he an elite 
passer? Probably not, but he can 
probably pass enough, with 
enough efficiency, accuracy and 
velocity to make it a little bit 
harder on the defense. 

"He’s not one-dimensional 
anymore, so I think he’s done a 
great job.” 

But House makes no predic- 
tions about Tebow’s future in the 
NFL. 

"He’s made a lot of progress,” 
he said. "He’s probably right in 
the middle of the pack as far as 
NFL quarterback mechanical effi- 
ciency. He’s in the top 60. 

"But can he take that in an 
NFL game and make it work? We 
know he can run in an NFL game. 
Can he show people that he’s a 
proficient enough passer in an 
NFL game? And he’s got to get 
the reps to prove that.” 

Dedeaux sounds more optimis- 
tic, saying Tebow’s delivery is 
faster and more compact, allow- 
ing Tebow to throw with more ve- 
locity and accuracy. 

"As long as he trusts everything 
that we’ve done and has confi- 
dence in the work he’s put in, 
then I expect him to go out and 
play well,” Dedeaux said. 

But not even the hundreds of 
exercises House and Dedeaux use 
to reinforce proper mechanics 
can fix this: Tebow hasn’t played 
meaningful NFL minutes at quar- 
terback since the 2011 season. 

He was 7-4 as a starter that 
season and led Denver to a first- 
round playoff victory. The Bron- 
cos signed Peyton Manning after 
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Flawed mechanics were a 
knock on Tebow, who is 9-7 as 
a starter with a playoff win. 

that season and traded Tebow to 
the Jets, for whom he attempted 
eight passes and was used pri- 
marily as a situational fullback 
and tight end throughout the 
2012 season. The Jets dumped 
him in the offseason, and Tebow 
signed with the Patriots in June. 

He appeared in three presea- 
son games but didn’t make the fi- 
nal roster cut. Before Tebow left, 
Brady urged him to work with 
House and Dedeaux. 

Tebow was in Los Angeles 
within 72 hours. 

In 2012, he spent a week with 
House and Dedeaux, but they 
said it was insufficient time to 
make significant changes. After 
listening to Brady, Tebow and his 
agent flew to Los Angeles and 
met with House and Dedeaux. 

"We asked Tim to be patient, 
that he needed to be patient with 
the process, because it wasn’t go- 
ing to be like anything he had 
done before,” Dedeaux said. "We 
were going to do it right. We were 
going to do it our way. And that 
was going to be a slow process to 
make sure we were getting 
enough reps so that the things 
we’re working, that they stick, 
that he’s going to get better. 

"He expressed the fact that he 
was going to do whatever it took 
to get better and to get himself 
another opportunity to play in 
the NFL.” 

Soon came the motion analy- 
sis, which showed Tebow’s bal- 
ance and posture were off and 
that he was throwing with this 
arm, not his body. 

Then it was time to start fixing 
the mechanical problems — a 
process that began 45 years ago. 

MECHANICAL EMPHASIS 

House has a bachelor’s in market- 
ing, a master’s in business ad- 
ministration and a Ph.D. in sports 
psychology. But his education 
with sports biomechanics came 
outside of a classroom. 

He started learning in 1969, 
when he was an instructor at the 
San Diego School of Baseball, run 
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With a rebuilt throwing mo- 
tion, Tebow hopes to cash in 
on his chance with the Eagles. 

in part by Roger Craig, the former 
major league pitcher and re- 
nowned pitching coach. House, 
Craig and a few others started 
watching film of pitchers and an- 
alyzing what was happening dur- 
ing pitch delivery. 

Later came radar guns, faster- 
speed video capture and, in the 
mid-1980s, three-dimensional 
motion analysis. 

By then. House was done play- 
ing and immersed in his pursuit 
to crack the biomechanical code 
for pitchers. But he was studying 
more than pitchers. 

Mostly without their knowl- 
edge, House and his team filmed 
quarterbacks such as Joe Mon- 
tana, Dan Marino and Steve 
Beuerlein, not to mention fiy fish- 
ermen and horses or whatever 
House and his team thought 
might offer insight. It turned out 
pitchers and quarterbacks had a 
lot in common. 

"As we got further and further 
into the actual motion of throw- 
ing, whether it’s a football, a base- 
ball, a softball, whatever it might 
be, the more we saw that it’s the 
same,” House said. "The only 
thing different between throwing 
a football and throwing a baseball 
is timing. 

"A quarterback has to ... release 
the ball in about 0.4, 0.5 seconds. 
A pitcher can go three times as 
long. Other than that, it’s all the 
same.” 

Soon House was re-evaluating 
everything he’d been teaching be- 
fore motion analysis. 

"Most of our coaching came 
from what we thought we were 
seeing,” he said. "Well, when we 
got into three- dimension motion 
analysis at 750 to 1,000 frames a 
second, we saw that most of what 
we were teaching wasn’t quite 
right. Because our eyes were 
lying” 

He developed exercises and 
drills to put the data to use. Todd 
Marinovich, who sought House’s 
counsel upon leaving USC in 1991 
and joining the NFL as a first- 
round draft pick, was the first 


quarterback he worked with. 

Marinovich flopped, lasting 
two seasons in the NFL. But 
House had more success with his 
next client, Brees. They started 
working together before the 2005 
season. In the final game of that 
season, Brees suffered a career- 
threatening shoulder injury. Not- 
ed orthopedic surgeon James An- 
drews, who operated on Brees’ 
torn labrum, said the quarterback 
might never play again. 

When Brees completed physi- 
cal therapy with Andrews’ staff, 
he reconnected with House and 
began daily sessions before sign- 
ing with the New Orleans Saints. 
Brees made the Pro Bowl that 
season and, while continuing to 
work with House, led the Saints 
to their first Super Bowl title in 
the 2009 season, emerging as one 
of the NFL’s elite quarterbacks. 

Word spread. 

In time, other prominent NFL 
quarterbacks were on their way. 
In came Carson Palmer, then 
with the Cincinnati Bengals. In 
came Matt Cassel, then with the 
Chiefs. In came Smith, then with 
the San Francisco 49ers. And in 
came Brady, who at that point 
had won three Super Bowl cham- 
pionships and two Super Bowl 
MVP awards. 

Since then. House says, virtual- 
ly every team has sent at least one 
quarterback to work with him, 
and that as instructors, he and 
Dedeaux had "touched every cool 
quarterback” except Aaron Rog- 
ers of the Green Bay Packers. 

The quarterbacks paraded on- 
to use’s campus in 2008, not 
long after House took over as the 
baseball team’s pitching coach. 
He retired in 2011 but continues 
to operate his instructional acad- 
emy from the stadium, and inside 
his office are life-sized posters of 
two Hall of Fame pitchers — No- 
lan Ryan and Randy Johnson, 
among the celebrated players 
who speak reverently about 
House and what he teaches. 

Yet House sounds even more 
proud that his program — the Na- 
tional Pitching Association, 
which includes 3DQB — is certi- 
fied by the Institutional Review 
Boards, the gold standard for aca- 
demic research. 

"We’re pretty happy with what 
we’re doing right now, but it’s on- 
going,” he said. "The better the 
technology, the more people are 
capturing data, the smarter we’re 
getting.” 

10,000 REPITITIONS 

Skeptics of House and Tebow 
might reserve judgment until Te- 
bow gets on the field again. Me- 
chanics aside. House suggests one 
thing about Tebow should be 
unquestioned. 

"His motivation muscle is just 
like it was a starting quarterback 
in the NFL,” House said. "He nev- 
er, ever backed off on his 
motivation.” 


After meeting with House and 
Dedeaux, Tebow made Los Ange- 
les his primary residence and re- 
ported to use up to five days a 
week for six months. Periodic vis- 
its have followed. 

"I don’t necessarily know there 
was an exact plan coming in,” Te- 
bow said. "I think it was coming 
here to work on my weaknesses 
and through my strengths be- 
come better as a player, as a 
person.” 

He often was instructed to pick 
up a baseball rather than a foot- 
ball as part of House’s drills and 
exercises. 

"We tried to really go back to 
the basics of mechanics and I 
think work from the ground up 
and understand everything and 
kind of go into it with a lot of hu- 
mility and determination,” Tebow 
said. 

Research shows that quarter- 
backs can begin changing a bad 
habit with about 1,000 perfect 
repetitions and gain mastery over 
that skill with about 10,000, ac- 
cording to House. 

"He’s got his 10,000 reps,” 
House said of Tebow. "When 
someone asks, 'Can this guy be an 
NFL quarterback?’ Well, our data 
says yes. 

"But only experience and the 
kid himself can dictate whether 
he can or can’t.” 

One variable is opportunity. 

For months after Tebow’s ini- 
tial arrival, teams periodically ex- 
pressed interest in him, but 
workouts never materialized. It 
gave House and Dedeaux more 
time to fix and strengthen Te- 
bow’s mechanics but prolonged 
the agony that ended in April 
when the Eagles signed Tebow. 

"That was the ultimate high,” 
Dedeaux said. 

Declining to discuss his work 
with House and Dedeaux in de- 
tail, Tebow says he’s trying to stay 
low key as he prepares for train- 
ing camp. But he smiled when 
asked why he was back in Los An- 
geles even though by House’s 
count he has put in his 10,000 
reps. 

"I love the process, and I love 
that I have a chance to get better,” 
Tebow said. "That’s an important 
mind-set, not just for football, 
just in life.” 

He beamed when asked about 
training camp. 

"I just go and approach every 
single day with excitement, pas- 
sion and enthusiasm, and I’m not 
going to worry about tomorrow,” 
he said. 

During their time together, De- 
deaux has waved his hand in Te- 
bow’s face to simulate pass 
rushers. 

Soon Tebow will face the real 
thing — along with elite lineback- 
ers and cornerbacks that narrow 
a quarterback’s passing lanes — 
and get a chance to show what his 
work here amounts to when he’s 
back on an NFL field. 
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Hope against Hope 

Boxer fights to rebuild after career collapse

Billy Hope s last name served 
him well for so long. 

Beyond lending him a 
catchy, marketable nickname 
(Billy “The Great” Hope), it 
gave the boxer a certain gravi- 
tas. This was a man capable 
not only of reaching the pin- 
nacle of his sport, but helping 
that sport regain a spot in the 
national consciousness. 

The best part was, he lived 
up to that name. Behind a 
powerful punch and relentless 
effort, Hope became the junior 
middleweight champion of the 
world, boxings next transcen- 
dent star. Forget hope: these 
were cold, hard results, in the 
form of a spotless 43-0 record. 

But like so many boxers 
before him, Hopes moment on 
top was short-lived. At a pro- 
motional gala, Hope respond- 
ed to verbal jabs from brash 
fellow fighter Miguel Escobar 
in the worst possible way: 
a physical attack. It earned 
Hope a suspension from the 
sport. Why did he do it? “I just 
lost it,” Hope said in a recent 
interview. 


“Of course looking back its 
easy to think, I cant believe I 
blew everything I had in one 
moment, but at the time you’re 
not thinking at all, really. And 
I paid for it.” 

He did, in ways that went 
beyond boxing. On top of 
the suspension, Hope dealt 
with what he would only call 
“difficult family issues.” He 
stopped caring for himself His 
longtime friend and manager, 
Jordan Mains, ended their 
partnership. 

But one person changed 
everything for Hope: trainer 
Tick Wills. 

Wills is a veteran of the 
boxing scene and guides some 
of the top young fighters. He 
projects a seen-it-all air - be- 
cause he pretty much has. 

But he wasn’t sure what to 
make of it when a rock-bottom 
Hope, finally ready to get back 
into boxing, showed up at his 
gym and requested his help. 

Hope was determined to 
win Wills over. Hope’s moti- 
vation was pure, as he tells it: 
“Desperation.” Finally ready 
to train to get back in the ring, 
he knew he had to start from 


square one. 

So he did. Wills tested both 
Hope’s mental and physical 
limits (“If your mind isn’t 
right, forget about everything 
else”), and Hope met every 
challenge. 

Soon, he’ll reap the rewards 
of all that training: a date in 
the ring. With Escobar. Hope 
acknowledged the possibility 
of a storybook comeback, but 
takes nothing for granted. 

“It’s going to be a tough 
fight,” Hope said. “Obviously 
I have a lot of motivation to 
win, but so does Miguel. I 
can’t think about comeback 
stories and all that - 1 just have 
to keep my focus on the fight, 
and if I do that I have a chance 
to walk out of there with a 
win.” 

Asked for his thoughts 
ahead of the fight, Escobar was 
succinct: “Hope knows what 
I think of him.” But then he 
adds one more thing: 

“I don’t care about what 
happened before. What counts 
is what’s next.” 

Hope and Escobar don’t 
disagree on everything.

In talk of elite QBs, rise in stats makes 
strong case for two-time champion

PITTSBURGH Ben Roethlisberger 
has never concerned himself with 
personal accolades. Yet the foot- 
print of his ever-expanding legacy 
will only take on new dimensions 
when the Pittsburgh Steelers 
quarterback reports for training 
camp with his teammates in La- 
trobe, Pa., this weekend. 

And as he assumes the mantle 
of the longest-serving member of 
the Steelers roster for the first 
time in his career, Roethlisberger 
also might finally be breaking 
into that elusive club of elite NFL 
quarterbacks. 

But Roethlisberger will tell you 
none of it is a big deal. 

''For me, iPs always about win- 
ning. ThaPs always been my 
M.O.,” Roethlisberger, 33, told 
USA TODAY Sports. "People ask 
me all the time about what do I 
think about not being one of the 
five elites or the three elites or 
whatever it is. 

"I don’t really care. As long as I 
can win football games and win 
championships, thaPs all that 
really matters to me. At the end 
of the day, to me, thaPs what 
you’re based on.” 

He certainly has a solid base. 
February will mark the 10-year 
anniversary of the Steelers’ Super 
Bowl XL victory in which Roeth- 
lisberger became the youngest 
starting quarterback, at 23, to win 
the Lombardi Trophy. Three 
years later, he added a second 
ring and narrowly missed a third, 
falling short against the Green 
Bay Packers in Super Bowl XLV. 


Roethlisberger also might have 
sparked a seismic shift in the way 
NFL teams treat young quarter- 
backs. 

After being thrust into the line- 
up early in his rookie season for 
injured starter Tommy Maddox, 
Roethlisberger proceeded to go 
13-0 in the 2004 regular season, 
won his first playoff start and 
took the Steelers to the AFC 
Championship Game a year after 
they’d gone 6-10 with most of the 
same key personnel. 

He became the first quarter- 
back to earn offensive rookie of 
the year honors. 

"He ultimately changed the 
thought process, as far as how 
you evaluate quarterbacks,” said 
Charlie Batch, Roethlisberger’s 
now- retired longtime backup. 

"Before, it used to be throw 
them into the fire, see what hap- 
pens and hopefully you win some 
games. And then he comes out 
the gate undefeated. So when 
people now figure out what that 
bar is, they always look at him 
and say, 'Well, if Ben can do it, 
why can’t we do it?’ — which is 
unfair to a lot of young 
quarterbacks.” 

The perception of Roethlis- 
berger might not have always 
been fair, either. 

Often deemed the beneficiary 
of Pittsburgh’s perennially elite 
defense earlier in his career, he 
now triggers an offense that fuels 
the team’s furnace, ranking sec- 
ond in the NFL last season. His 
4,952 passing yards in 2014 tied 
noted stat machine Drew Brees 
for the league lead. Roethlisberg- 
er’s 32 touchdown passes tied a 
career high, and his 67.1% com- 
pletion rate was his best. He has 


wrested most of the Steelers’ sig- 
nificant passing records from 
Hall of Famer Terry Bradshaw. 

Now that he has the numbers 
to go with the jewelry, his name 
more regularly comes up along- 
side Aaron Rodgers, Peyton Man- 
ning, Tom Brady and Brees in the 
ever- simmering debate of fran- 
chise quarterbacks. 

"It’s amazing when everybody 
would put their top five quarter- 
backs up, he was never in there. It 
would always baffle me,” Batch 
said. "You knew it always burned 
inside of him because he wanted 
to be that guy. 

"People always looked for fan- 
tasy. For him to have that success, 
it showed everyone outside Steel- 
er Nation how good this guy real- 
ly is. Tying Drew Brees as the 
passing leader earned everyone 
else’s respect. They’re like, 'This 
guy actually can pass.’ 

"It took you 10 years to figure 
that out?” Batch added with a 
look of wonderment on his face. 
"Everyone here knew what you 
had.” 


The Steelers certainly know. 
And after an offseason in which 
they parted with longtime main- 
stays Troy Polamalu, Ike Taylor 
and Brett Keisel, there’s a sense 
of reassurance with the continui- 
ty Roethlisberger provides the 
reigning AFC North champs. 

"I just think it’s a very natural 
thing, kind of a mundane thing, to 
be honest with you,” Steelers 
coach Mike Tomlin said. "When 
you do a job as long as he’s done 
it, you’re going to get better, 
you’re going to do it more effi- 
ciently, you’re going to be in com- 
mand of the things that you need 
to be in command of and wear 
the official elements of the job as 
well as the unofficial elements of 
the job. He’s done all of those 
things. I’m not surprised that he 
has. As a matter of fact, we expect 
him to, and he’s met those 
expectations. 

"I know that I’m glad he’s on 
our team.” 

Batch sees a player who has 
steadily grown into the role after 
taking cues from veterans such as 


Jerome Bettis and Hines Ward 
early in his career and says 
Roethlisberger is eager "to keep 
the train moving,” especially as 
the Steelers evolve defensively. 

"I’d like to think I’ve been a 
leader on this team for a while,” 
said Roethlisberger, who says he 
has earned the trust of being in 
Tomlin’s ear over the years. "But 
once you lose the last of the older 
guys — the Troys, Ikes, Keisels — 
it really kind of bounces down to 
me. 

"I think it’s just the natural way 
the game goes. If you plan on 
playing in the league for a long 
time, you’re going to see 
turnover.” 

And Roethlisberger has seen 
plenty on his path to this point, 
including a serious motorcycle 
crash in 2006 and a four-game 
suspension for violating the 
league’s personal conduct policy 
in 2010. 

He seems settled after recently 
celebrating his four-year wedding 
anniversary. And he says raising 
two children has been a profes- 
sional boon. 

"You grow up, you mature, you 
understand things, you go 
through life experiences, and it’s 
all about how you take those life 
experiences and football experi- 
ences and how does it make you 
better? Do you use it to improve 
or do you stay the same?” he said. 

"Having kids teaches you pa- 
tience. It’s taught me how to tune 
out — when you have a crying ba- 
by at home — you tune out the 
crowd now. It’s amazing some- 
times. Just having patience, kind- 
ness and understanding 
translates to your friends on the 
football field as well. I take les- 
sons I learn at home onto the 
football field and vice versa.” 

And he seems to be applying 
them masterfully.

blame, too. 

It was 1993. Martinez, the 
younger brother of Dodgers start- 
er Ramon Martinez, had just fin- 
ished his rookie year, going 10-5 
with a 2.37 ERA pitching in relief, 
striking out 119, but also walking 
57 in 107 innings. The talent was 
there, but with his frail body, 
Frank Jobe, the Dodgers’ team 
doctor, thought Martinez would 
be susceptible to injuries during 
his career. 

Claire listened but still had all 
intentions to keep him, right up 
until the time Reed made the big- 
gest financial blunder of his ca- 
reer. The Dodgers, after trying to 
sign free agent second baseman 
Robby Thompson, who returned 
to the San Francisco Giants, of- 
fered Reed a three-year, $7.8 mil- 
lion contract. Reed refused, 
thinking he was worth closer to 
Thompson’s three-year, 

$12.5 million deal. Reed held out 
all offseason for a huge deal and 
wound up signing with the Mil- 
waukee Brewers for $350,000. 

The Dodgers, now desperate 
for a second baseman, discovered 
the Expos were willing to move 
young DeShields, runner-up in 
the 1990 NL rookie of the year 
voting. It looked like the perfect 
fit, and on Nov. 19, 1993, they 
pulled off the one-for-one swap, 
widely acclaimed as a stroke of 
genius by the Southern California 
sports media. 

"When the media reacted that 
strong, I should have known I was 
in trouble,” Claire said, laughing. 

While DeShields hit .241 dur- 
ing his three years with the Dodg- 
ers, Martinez wound up winning 
three Cy Young Awards and be- 
coming one of the dominant 
pitchers of his era. 

Any lingering bitterness over 
the trade is long gone, with Mar- 
tinez even sending Claire a text 
message on his cellphone this 
week after Claire congratulated 
him: 

''Thanks so much Fred, my re- 
spect, blessings and best wishes, 
and Fm honored to have been your 
player” 

Claire just wishes Martinez 
could have remained with the 
Dodgers for, oh, about the next 20 
years. 

"He was out to prove the trade 
was a mistake,” Claire said. "I 
made a mistake. It was a big mis- 
take. But I don’t want this to re- 
flect badly or do anything to 
diminish the player Delino was. 
Delino was criticized, but he had 
nothing to do with the trade. 

"I knew (Martinez) was an in- 
credible individual. He was a spe- 
cial guy with his makeup. Looking 
back, it was that heart and soul of 
Pedro that made him the player 


he would become. You saw a 
driven player with an incredible 
heart, and no fear. 

"Should more weight have 
been placed on that? Definitely. 
Did I know at the time that he 
was going to be a Hall of Fame 
pitcher? Definitely not, or I never 
would have made the trade.” 

JOHNSON GETS IT TOGETHER 

The Montreal Expos, with Dom- 
browski as their young CM, were 
looking for an ace in 1989 to lead 
them to the playoffs. They discov- 
ered that the Seattle Mariners 
would part with Mark Langston, 
a free agent at the end of the sea- 
son. Dombrowski dealt three of 
their best young pitchers for 
Langston: Gene Harris, Brian 
Holman and young, wild-throw- 
ing Johnson. 

"We traded three very young, 
talented pitchers, but at the time, 
some people thought that Gene 
Harris and Brian Holman were 
going to be the better pitchers,” 
Dombrowski told USA TODAY 
Sports. 

Johnson, in his first full season, 
was 0-4 with a 6.67 ERA with the 
Expos and had a 1.84 WHIP 
(walks and hits per inning). He 
had given up 29 hits and 26 walks 
in 29y3 innings, to go along with 
his 26 strikeouts, and had just 
been demoted to the minors. 

"He was a hard thrower and 
showed you flashes, but he was 
never consistent throwing 
strikes,” Dombrowski said. "He 
just didn’t have command, and he 
struggled with his secondary 
pitches. 

"We liked him, but nobody said 
we were trading a Hall of Fame 
pitcher.” 


Langston performed the way 
the Expos had envisioned, going 
12-9 with a 2.39 ERA, accumulat- 
ing 176 Vsinnings, but the Expos 
went 81-81, missed the playoffs 
and watched Langston depart af- 
terward to the California Angels. 

Johnson, after leading the 
American League in walks for 
three consecutive seasons, har- 
nessed his control in 1993 and 
finished in the top three in the Cy 
Young voting for three consecu- 
tive years. He became a 20-game 
winner in 1997 and then the most 
dominant lefty since Sandy Kou- 
fax, winning four consecutive Cy 
Young Awards with the Arizona 
Diamondbacks and leading them 
to their World Series champion- 
ship in 2001. 

"It was pretty early in my ca- 
reer and I didn’t really know ev- 
erything that was involved in 
trades,” Johnson said. "I was a lit- 
tle caught off guard. ...I had so 
much fun in Seattle. I learned 
how to pitch, and those were 
some of the fondest memories of 
my baseball career. 

"But after I left there, I got to a 
whole another level.” 

SHORT-TERM GAIN 

The Tigers, just like the Expos, 
were in the mode of winning im- 
mediately. They were in the thick 
of the 1987 pennant race and 
needed a veteran to lead them 
into the playoffs. They found that 
man in 36-year-old Doyle Alexan- 
der of the Atlanta Braves and 
were willing to give up Smoltz, 
their 22nd-round draft pick two 
years earlier. 

It was the ideal move — well, at 
least for the short term. Alexan- 
der went 9-0 with a 1.53 ERA in 11 
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Early on with the Expos, left-hander 
Randy Johnson struggled with his 
command and secondary pitches. 

starts and led the Tigers to the 
playoffs before losing to the Min- 
nesota Twins in the AL Champi- 
onship Series. Yet Alexander only 
lasted two more seasons, going 
20-29. 

Smoltz was just getting started, 
going 12-11 with a 2.94 ERA in 
1989 and pitching 20 more sea- 
sons. He won the 1996 Cy Young 
Award, reached the playoffs 14 
times, won five National League 
pennants and the 1995 World Se- 
ries and became the first pitcher 
to win more than 200 games and 
save at least 150. 

"I was having a miserable year 
(in 1987),” Smoltz said. "I didn’t 
know which way was up. I didn’t 
know what my future held and 
how I was going to get out of this 
funk, and then the trade hap- 
pened. This is bad if somebody 
doesn’t want me. 

"But I didn’t fully understand 
somebody else wanted me. It 
took about 48 hours to under- 
stand. And it became just the 
greatest opportunity of a lifetime. 

"The timing couldn’t have been 
more perfect.” 

Campbell, the Tigers’ vice 
president of development and 
scouting under GM Bill Lajoie, 
who died in 2010, says he could 
never blame his boss for the 
trade. They wanted to win imme- 
diately. It just became much 
more painful over the next two 
decades. 

"I can vividly remember him 
pitching on the side where we 
had our instructional league 
team,” said McDonald, who later 
became the Tigers GM. "I was so 
impressed about him, his deliv- 
ery, and his size. But when you 
see a kid who’s 18, 1 had no clue to 
his intestinal fortitude, to get that 
key to open his heart, and see 
what’s ticking. ... I couldn’t stand 
there and say, 'He’s going to be a 
hell of a pitcher.’ 

"The trade accomplished what 
we wanted to do. Alexander got 
us to the playoffs. So Bill deserves 
the credit for getting it done, not 
the discredit. He made a good 
trade. It just turned out that he 
traded away a great pitcher.” 

Biggio is the only Hall of Famer 
in this class to remain with the 
same organization, but not once. 


Watson said, did he ever consider 
trading Biggio when he was the 
Astros GM and assistant GM. 

Yet he was the one who ulti- 
mately persuaded Biggio to move 
from catcher to second base after 
the 1991 season, thinking he 
could never last behind the plate. 

"We knew that Biggio would be 
one of those cornerstone play- 
ers,” Watson said. "We made oth- 
er trades where we moved 
popular guys, like Ken Caminiti 
and Kenny Lofton, but the ceiling 
we saw in Biggio was higher. 

"But my best selling job ever 
was talking him into going to sec- 
ond base.” 

Biggio, who made the All-Star 
team as a catcher the previous 
year, simply was too small (5-11, 
185 pounds) to remain there, 
Watson said. He was terrified that 
Biggio would get hurt and be out 
of the game within a couple of 
years. 

"Remember, back in those 
days, you could run over a catch- 
er, and he took a lot of collisions 
back there,” Watson said. "I told 
(Astros owner John) McMullen 
that if we keep him back there, 
he’ll retire two or three years 
from now. His longevity wouldn’t 
have been there.” 

Biggio, who detested the idea at 
the time, now says he never 
would have sniffed the Hall of 
Fame without the move or the 
help of longtime Astros coach 
Matt Galante. 

"I think sooner or later the 
beating that you take back there 
eventually would have taken its 
toll on me,” Biggio said. 

"But in the beginning, I wasn’t 
happy with it. I just made the All- 
Star team after my fourth season. 
Now you’re going to ask me to go 
play a position that I’ve never 
played in my life before. So it was 
a nervous decision to make.” 

Biggio went on to become one 
of the greatest second basemen 
and leadoff hitters of his genera- 
tion, producing 3,060 hits, and 
joining Hall of Famer Cal Ripken 
as the only middle infielders to 
have 3,000 hits and 1,000 extra- 
base hits. 

This weekend, when these four 
Hall of Famers get together, they 
can talk about their early strug- 
gles, the obstacles they overcame 
to reach Cooperstown, and yes, 
maybe even snicker at those who 
doubted them. 

"What a tremendous class,” 
Claire said. "You’re proud of all 
those guys and you wish you kept 
all of them. But when you’re in 
the role of a GM, and you’re try- 
ing to do something to help your 
team win, sometimes you reach 
too far. Then you look back and 
say, 'Oops, wrong move.’ 

"But those things happen. It’s 
baseball.”

OAKLAND The 

start of the 
Oakland Ath- 
letics’ series 
with the To- 
ronto Blue Jays this week 
marked the return of Josh 
Donaldson, the All-Star 
third baseman whose off- 
season trade signaled the 
overhauling of a club that 
had reached the playoffs 
the previous three seasons. 

Before Wednesday’s se- 
ries finale, the A’s tacitly ac- 
knowledged the roster 
remaking has not worked 
out, at least not for this 
season. 

The trade of left-handed 
starter Scott Kazmir to the 
Houston Astros for two 
Class A prospects figures to 
be the first in a series of 
deals as the A’s try to ex- 
tract value from their 
pending free agents, likely 
including Ben Zobrist and 
Tyler Clippard. 

''We had to be realistic 
with where we were as a 
club,” general manager Bil- 
ly Beane told news report- 
ers. "With the deadline 
looming and the market 
probably soon to be ripe 
with a lot of opportunities, 
we thought this was the 
proper time.” 

It took awhile for reality 
to set in, even though Oak- 
land, at 44-53, is in last 
place in the American 
League West, 11 games out, 
and has not been above 
.500 since mid- April. 

The question is which di- 
rection the A’s go next. 
Beane has never been 
afraid to shake things up, 
reasoning that if moves 
don’t work, he can try 
something else. The low- 


key Oakland market offers 
him that luxury. 

But as the As plot their 
course of action, it might be 
instructive to look at where 
they were and how they ar- 
rived at their current 
status. 

Less than a year ago, the 
A’s were two-time defend- 
ing division champions. 
Then came the Yoenis Ces- 
pedes trade and the subse- 
quent collapse that forced 
Oakland to scramble to se- 
cure a spot in the wild-card 
game, where it lost in an 
epic 12-inning affair to the 
Kansas City Royals. 

The Cespedes swap 
could be justified in that it 
netted ace pitcher Jon Les- 
ter and was meant to make 
a strong push for a World 
Series championship. What 
followed after the season 
was harder to stomach. 

Besides fiery, popular 
Donaldson, who would be 
under team control for four 
more years, the club dealt 
away fellow All- Stars Bran- 
don Moss, Jeff Samardzija 
and Derek Norris. None 
fetched a headliner in 
return. 

"When they added Billy 
Butler, you thought, 'Hey, 
we’re going to keep going 
for this,’ ” Donaldson said. 

Butler, a rare free agent 


n-* 


splurge at three years and 
$30 million, has failed to 
address the A’s need for 
right-handed power, bat- 
ting .244 with nine homers 
and 44 RBI. 

The fully revamped in- 
field of Ike Davis at first, 
Zobrist at second, Brett 
Lawrie at third and Marcus 
Semien at shortstop has 
fallen short of expectations. 

Of the five young pitch- 
ers Oakland acquired in its 
offseason haul, part of 
Beane’s plan to replenish 
while remaining competi- 
tive, starters Jesse Hahn 
and Kendall Graveman 
have had the biggest im- 
pact, combining for a 12-12 
record and 3.56 ERA. 

So after three years of 
playoff appearances, Oak- 
land fans are left to hope 
the likes of catcher Jacob 
Nottingham and right-han- 
der Daniel Mengden — the 
players acquired for Kaz- 
mir — and subsequent 
prospects can help form 
the core of another such 
run. 

"It’s never easy to deal 
with losing a good team- 
mate,” outfielder Josh Red- 
dick said of Kazmir. "But 
we also know how this 
business works over here.” 

Or, in this year’s case, 
how it hasn’t worked.

NEW YORK If there’s a shortcut 
to shooting a movie, Jake Gyllen- 
haal dodges it. 

Take Southpaw, the boxing 
drama in theaters Friday. Gyllen- 
haal plays Billy 'The Great” 
Hope, the light-heavyweight box- 
ing champion who spirals into 
self-destruction after his adored 
wife (Rachel McAdams) dies in 
an accidental shooting. His 
daughter (Oona Laurence) is tak- 
en away, his career is in disarray 
and his house is repossessed, and 
Billy has to return to the ring to 
win his life back. 

So far, sounds like your typical 
sports-themed redemption story, 
directed by Antoine Fuqua. Ex- 
cept Gyllenhaal completely al- 
tered his physique to play Billy. 
Every muscle, every flex is real, 
courtesy of twice-daily workouts 
with former professional boxer

Terry Claybon, who trained Gyl- 
lenhaal for six months, seven 
days a week, six hours a day of 
boxing, strength training and 
conditioning. He ran 8 miles a 
day; he did 2,000 sit-ups. "He ate 


and slept boxing,” Claybon says. 

It all helped Gyllenhaal get 
into Billy’s head space. 

"I tried to initially use anger as 
motivation when I was training. 
And that just exhausted me,” Gyl- 
lenhaal says. "I realized I had to 
calm down and learn the skill. I 
had to be humble. Over the 
course of flve months, I just start- 
ed living and breathing it.” 

And, yes, Gyllenhaal took a 
beating. Many times. 

"Knowing that I would proba- 
bly get hit, I came to terms with 


those things,” he says. 

Fuqua had made it clear that 
"if you get hit, if you break your 
nose, that’s how we’re going to 
film it,” Gyllenhaal says. "I didn’t 
break my nose. My jaw got gener- 
ally messed up. My neck is still a 
little messed up. I got hit in the 
body a lot.” 

Gyllenhaal’s discipline im- 
pressed his onscreen wife. 

"Jake had never boxed before,” 
McAdams says. "He was com- 
pletely transformed. He didn’t 
have a stunt double. He ate a lot 
of vegetables. 

"He really did become this per- 
son who was different from Jake 
himself. The pentameter of his 
voice, his mannerisms, his whole 
being was very altered.” 

That’s par for the course for 
Gyllenhaal, 34, who has carved 
out a career based on passion 
projects. In last year’s Nightcraw- 
ler, he whittled himself down to 
play a creepy, bug-eyed ambu- 
lance-chasing videographer. And 
he’s able to see it all with humor. 

"I’m aware of the absurdity of 
the process as well as taking it 
seriously,” he says. "I’m able to 
keep my sanity amidst the 
strange commitment I make to 
the roles that I play.”

Caitlyn Jenner has moves. Just 
look at the careful choreography 
behind Bruce Jenner’s transfor- 
mation in to Caitlyn, culminating 
in the launch of her E! reality se- 
ries, / Am Cait. With the help 
of power publicist Alan Nierob, 
she has mounted a stunningly 
orchestrated media campaign. 

The Jenner takeover began in 
April, when Caitlyn gave an ex- 
clusive interview to ABC’s Diane 
Sawyer that snared more than 
17 million viewers. Then the 
Olympian posed in a corset for 
Annie Leibovitz as Vanity Faifs 
July cover girl and set a record for 
reaching 1 million followers on 
Twitter, besting President Oba- 


ma. (She now has 2.68 million.) 

But was it too curated of an 
approach? Jeetendr Sehdev, USC 
marketing professor and a celeb- 
rity branding expert, calls the 
rollout a mistake. 

"If / Am Cait isn’t oozing au- 
thenticity and doesn’t really give 
us a true glimpse into the life and 
struggles of Caitlyn and what 
she’s going through, then people 
are going to tire of it very quick- 
ly,” he says. 

In trailers for the series, Jen- 
ner is seen applying makeup in 
her Malibu home, speaking about 
on gender identity and contem- 
plating life outside her SUV’s tint- 
ed windows. "Isn’t it great that 
maybe someday you’ll be normal? 
Maybe blend into society?” she 
asks rhetorically. 

The first episode blends typical 
reality fare with social responsi- 
bility. Jenner greets her mother, 
Esther, in full dress for the first 
time; Kim Kardashian and a rath- 
er cheerful Kanye West swing by; 
and later, ducking paparazzi, Jen- 
ner takes an emotional trip to vis-

it the parents of a transgender 
teen who has taken his own life. 

Jenner’s revelations have been 
doled out Kardashians-sXyie: 
slowly, and designed to dominate 
each week’s celebrity news cycle. 

To Sawyer, Jenner revealed she 
had been dressing up as a woman, 
privately, since childhood. For 
Vanity Fair, her children were in- 
terviewed, expressing their disap- 
pointment with Bruce as a father 


and finding a better parent in the 
happier Caitlyn. 

"If you want to call me names, 
make jokes, doubt my intentions, 
go ahead,” Jenner, clad in a cus- 
tom Atelier Versace dress, said at 
the ESPY Awards July 15. "The 
reality is, I can take it.” 

Recently, she began a syndicat- 
ed weekly column called The Real 
Me and traveled to New York to 
celebrate marriage equality at a 
Gay Pride parade. 

Although the show hosted 
early screenings this week in New 
York and Los Angeles, she grant- 
ed no further interviews ahead of 
the eight-episode series’ launch. 

But word of mouth, not clicka- 
ble headlines, is what will sell this 
show, Sehdev says. And potential 
pitfalls await. 

"It’s very dangerous for people 
to take on the self-appointed role 
of being the spokesperson for the 
transgender community,” he says. 
"Because a lot of those in the 
transgender community do not 
believe she is representative of 
their struggles.” 

Sunday night, for better or for 
worse, the next step in Jenner’s 
story begins. 

"It’s about what happens from 
here,” Jenner said at the ESPYs. 
"It’s not just about one person. ... 
It’s not just about me. It’s about 
all of us accepting one another.”

which is an annoyance some- 
times, I find myself relatively shy, 
actually I got to bring that part of 
who I am to this character,” he 
says. ''Billy was not far away from 
me at all in a lot of ways. His 
articulation comes in the ring, so 
I focused so much on the physical 
because I knew I would be able to 
be articulate in the ring and not 
so much the verbal.” 

Gyllenhaal never cuts corners, 
says David Ayer, who directed 
him in 2012’s cop drama End of 
Watch — the film that redirected 
Gyllenhaal’s career after 2010’s 
ill-advised Prince of Persia: The 
Sands of Time. 

"You had an actor who was just 
ready for a change in how they 
see themselves and how they see 
their career. He’s very savvy,” 
Ayer says. "He has an intellectual 
grasp of filmmaking and market- 
ing and the business.” 

Above all, McAdams adds, "he’s 
very much about the process and 


the journey and not just the end 
product. He wants to 
enjoy what he’s doing and have an 
epic experience.” 

Next up for Gyllenhaal: Tom 
Ford’s thriller Nocturnal Animals, 
starring opposite Amy Adams. 
He’s single, but he’s the uncle to 
sister Maggie’s daughters Ramo- 
na and Gloria, and he hopes to 
have his own passel of kids. Lau- 
rence, meanwhile, has wrapped 
the fantasy drama Pete's Dragon, 
co-starring Bryce Dallas Howard 
and Robert Redford. When she’s 
not shooting, Laurence goes to 
school in Manhattan. 

"The emphasis on her educa- 
tion is such an amazing thing,” 
says Gyllenhaal, who also started 
out as a child actor whose parents 
insisted on a normal upbringing 
around kids his own age. "It 
shaped me and my priorities. It’s 
really nice to see that. Growing 
up as a young kid in a business 
full of adults is a funny thing.” 


NEW YORK Even Jake Gyllen- 
haal’s onscreen daughter was as- 
tounded when she saw how 
ripped he became to play a boxing 
champion in Southpaw. 

"I knew he was going to buff up 
and have to punch a lot of people. 
It was kind of freaky seeing that 
side of him,” Oona Laurence says. 

Gyllenhaal went one step fur- 
ther and took her in the ring. 

"I got to see how they did it. I’d 
never experienced boxing be- 
fore. It was scary but very in- 
teresting,” says Laurence, best 
known for her turn in Broad- 
way’s Matilda the Musical. 

In Southpaw, she’s the ador- 
ing and adored offspring of 
Billy Hope, a fighter whose life 
and career collapse after the 
unexpected death of his wife 
(Rachel McAdams). Laurence 
and Gyllenhaal met at one of 
her last auditions. They did a 
bit of improv. And familial 
sparks flew. 

"We kind of look alike. We 
have kind of the same nose. 

A little. When we did the 
scene, it was very natural and 
I thought we could be seen 
as father and daughter,” says Lau- 
rence, 12, in a joint interview at 
the Crosby Street Hotel. 

At the heart of the film is the 
connection between father and 
daughter, temporarily severed 
when she’s taken away from him 
after he has a mental breakdown. 
Every scene, Gyllenhaal says, was 
there to support that premise. 
Take the crucial courtroom en- 
counter in which Billy realizes his 


kid is going into foster care. Di- 
rector Antoine Fuqua told the ac- 
tors to physically keep Gyllenhaal 
from getting to Laurence. 

"Antoine put four guys — two 
cops and two stunt guys — and 
told them to not let me get away,” 
Gyllenhaal says. "(One guy) hits 
my head into the table. He had 
his arm in my back and on my 
neck, and it hurt so much.” 

If that sounds overly precious.

it’s not. Gyllenhaal, 34, isn’t one 
to wax artistic about his work. 
But he does strive to keep every- 
thing as real and tenable as possi- 
ble, which meant physically 
reshaping himself to look like an 
actual boxer rather than a Holly- 
wood version of one. In person, 
Gyllenhaal is cerebral and articu- 
late, but he tapped into his other 
qualities to play Billy. 

"As much as I like to talk.

Green’s ‘Paper Towns’ 
maps out real charms

Young actors 
connect with story 
of boy meets girl 

Boy meets girl, boy and girl 
don’t talk for nine years, then boy 
and girl have one epic night 
together in the coming-of-age 
dramedy Paper Towns. And that’s 
all before a road trip, 
the high school 
prom and a collec- 
tion of black Santas 
create a colorful 
background for this 
young adult canvas. 

Based on the popular John 
Green novel and directed by John 
Schreier, the film doesn’t have 
any teens with cancer and the 
kids miraculously stay off their 
smartphones. Instead Paper 
Towns is a satisfying look at 
young unrequited love, bromanc- 
es, independence and letting go. 

Nat Wolff, a holdover from last 
year’s Green adaptation The Fault 
in Our Stars, is college-bound 
Orlando kid Quentin, finishing 
out the last weeks of his high 
school career so he can move on 
to the next stage of his life. 

Re-enter Margo (Cara Delev- 
ingne), the literal girl next door 
he’s been crushing on since they 
were kids. Even though they pass 
each other in the halls, the two 
haven’t spoken in forever, but 
nonetheless she mysteriously 
arrives at his window one evening 
for a midnight adventure and 
mission of revenge on Margo’s 
betraying friends. "We bring the 
rain down on our enemies,” she 
says matter-of-factly. 

As quickly as she came back 
into his life, the mercurial Margo

disappears. Because she has a 
tendency to leave clues as to her 
whereabouts, Quentin figures out 
that she may have hightailed it to 
New York. He rounds up a van 
full of pals — loyal buddies Ben 
(Austin Abrams) and Radar (Jus- 
tice Smith), Radar’s girlfriend 
(Jaz Sinclair) and Margo’s BFF 
(Halston Sage) — to head north, 
tell Margo how much he loves her 
and make it back in time for 
prom. 

All gawk and nerdy charm, 
Wolff effectively captures Quen- 
tin’s universality as a boy so into a 
girl he’s bound to do anything. 


even go searching for a "paper 
town,” a fake town placed on a 
map to prevent copyright 
infringement. Abrams and Smith 
are aces as his band-room side- 
kicks, with Radar’s home life a 
riot (his house is filled with his 
parents’ obsession for collectible 
black Santas) and Ben getting 
such great lines as "If there’s a 
tuba there, it’s not a party.” 

Green wrote the book Paper 
Towns as sort of a takedown of 
the Manic Pixie Dream Girl stock 
character, but Delevingne imbues 
her enigmatic role with a lot of 
soul. Not only does the audience 
understand why everybody falls 
for Margo, even though she's 
frustratingly flighty, but Delev- 
ingne has such an unmistakable 
magnetism, you miss the super- 
model newcomer when she’s not 
around for half the movie. 

Buoyed by an eclectic sound- 
track, Paper Towns sounds good 
and plays even better on screen 
with a boy, a girl and heaps of 
teenage charm. 


Call him "Joltin’ Jake” Gyllen- 
haal, because the actor adds 
needed presence and punch to 
the melodrama of Southpaw. 

As champ-turned-chump Billy 
Hope, Gyllenhaal shines with the 
same intensity he showed in 
Jarhead and Night- 
crawler, and perfor- 
mances from him 
and Forest Whitaker 
lift a movie that goes 
a full 12 rounds of 
rope-a-dope with every boxing- 
movie story trope. 

In a lot of ways. Southpaw is 
Rocky in reverse: Instead of 
climbing up from nothing, Billy 
starts off on top of the world as 
the light-heavyweight champ 
who mounts no defense whatso- 
ever in his bouts. The more hits 
he takes, the harder he fights 
back, which very quickly becomes 
a metaphor for his life. 

Billy’s wife, Maureen (Rachel 
McAdams), tries to persuade him 
to quit while he’s ahead and put 
the punishment behind him. But 
pride doesn’t let him, and instead 
he eyes a hungry up-and-comer 
(Miguel Gomez) who talks a lot of 
trash and tells Billy he has "never 
been hit by a real man.” 

It leads to a string of seriously 
unfortunate events, including the 
loss of his beloved wife, his title, 
his fortune and — worst of all — 
his daughter, Leila (Oona Lau- 
rence), taken away by Social Ser- 
vices. What once was the good life 
leaves him on the other side of 
the tracks where he started. 

Directed by Antoine Fuqua 
(Training Day) and written by 
Sons of Anarchy creator Kurt Sut- 
ter, Southpaw gets excessively 
grim. Just when you think Billy 
has hit rock-bottom, something 
else ridiculously bad happens 
mere minutes later. 

It’s a little unrealistic to imag- 
ine that a boxer with a 43-0 rec- 
ord would be washed up after a 
single loss, but it does nicely set 
up the inevitable redemption 
around the corner. That comes in 
the form of wise old trainer 
"Tick” Wills (Whitaker), the 
Mickey to Billy’s Rocky, who gives 
the guy a janitorial job during the 
day and at night teaches him how 
to fight in the ring and out of it.

Whitaker takes what in any- 
body else’s hands is a stock arche- 
type and in powerful fashion 
makes Tick the most memorable 
of supporting players. Laurence 
stands out, too, as does Curtis "50 
Cent” Jackson as Billy’s scheming 
manager. 

Much like the Method perfor- 
mances of Rocky star Sylvester 
Stallone and Raging Bull's Robert 
De Niro before him, Gyllenhaal 
has transformed his body into 
that of a physically imposing box- 
er, ripped and sporting tattoos 
like the stylized "Fear No Man” 
that adorns his muscular back. 
It’s one of his most physical roles, 
and he spends most of the movie 
bloodied and bruised. 

The character is a study in 
emotional extremes. In some of 
the most heartwrenching scenes 
with Laurence, Gyllenhaal exudes 
an unspoken frenzy, while in the 
ring he lashes out in screaming 
fury. 

Though Southpaw doesn’t do 
anything innovative with the 
punch-drunk formula — there’s 
even a rousing final match, leav- 
ing you exhausted by the end — 
Gyllenhaal and Whitaker are real 
heavyweights who give the fea- 
ture a winning combo.

Whafs cuter than a baby 
manatee? Two baby manatees! 
And that’s just what visitors to 
Florida’s Homosassa Springs may 
spot after a rare birth of twins 
in the wild. 

“In the past 10 years, maybe 
I’ve spotted a dozen sets of twins, 
but never once have I seen them 
in the springs, nor have I seen a 
mother and her calves quite so 
visible in Homosassa waters,” 
says Ivan Vicente of the U.S. Fish 
8c Wildlife Service. 

Florida visitors enjoy spotting 
manatees, which congregate 
throughout coastal waterways in 
the summer and near warm 
springs and power plants in the 
winter. They are also on the 
federal endangered species list, 
with fewer than 6,000 remaining 
in the wild, and are frequent 
victims of strikes from boats and 
personal watercraft. 

Vicente advises visitors who 
wish to see the twins to arrive in 
the next few weeks before the 
mother takes the family out into 
the Gulf of Mexico.

New Airbus 
goes on tour 

Yes, that was an Airbus A350 at 
Milwaukee’s General Mitchell 
International Airport. 

Airbus has been showing off its 
newest passenger aircraft in the 
USA, part of a “demonstration 
tour” of the Americas. Airbus flew 
the jet — an A350-900 version of 
the widebody aircraft — to Atlan- 
ta last Monday. It then continued 
on to Newark, Chicago and Mil- 
waukee, en route to Oshkosh, 
Wis., where it performed an aeri- 
al flying display at the popular 
EAA AirVenture air show. 

During its tour, the A350 has 
been viewed by employees of Del- 
ta and United, among others. 
Both airlines have ordered ver- 
sions of the jet, with Delta’s first 
A350-900S scheduled to arrive 
in 2017. United has ordered the 
bigger A350-I000 and is expect- 
ing the first delivery in 2018. 
American Airlines also will get an 
A350 in 2017. 

The A350 is a fuel- efficient, 
technologically advanced twin- 
engine jet that will compete with 
Boeing’s 787 “Dreamliner” 
model.

Cruise line goes 
out of its way 
to craft unusual 
experiences

TRECHTINGSHAUSEN, GERMANY 

A lively reception is underway as 
Dean Scribner, 67, of Arlington, 
Va., arrives at the inner courtyard 
of Reichenstein Castle, an 11th- 
century fortress overlooking the 
Rhine river. 

But despite free-flowing liba- 
tions and plentiful hors d’oeuvres, 
the aerospace scientist and his 
companions from the Tauck river 
ship Inspire don’t stay long. Wine 
glasses in hand, they soon are off 
to explore the four-floor-high, 
antique-fllled stronghold’s laby- 
rinthine corridors, rooms and 
battlements. For this one eve- 
ning, at least, it is their own pri- 
vate citadel. 

“It’s wonderful to have this 
place all to ourselves,” says 
Scribner, pausing to talk before a 
private dinner on the castle 
grounds. 

Long known for upscale tours 
on land. New England-based 
Tauck in recent years has been 
carving out a position as a leader 
in high-end river cruising with 
more intimate, exclusive and all- 
inclusive voyages than those of- 
fered by most other lines. 

In addition to private events, 
sailings on the Inspire and 
Tauck’s six other vessels feature 
upscale cuisine, spacious accom- 
modations and shore tours with 
special touches. 

Starting with an overnight stay 
in Amsterdam, this 12-night 
“Rhine and Moselle” departure 
includes a private tour of the Van 
Gogh-filled Kroller-Muller Mu- 
seum near Nijmegen, The Neth- 
erlands with an art historian. In 
the Moselle river town of Co- 
chem, Germany, passengers fol- 
low a visit to the picture-perfect 
Reichsburg Castle with a private 
tasting at a nearby winery. 

“You go places other tour 
groups don’t,” says Tauck fan Lar- 
ry Adams, 73, of Dallas, after a 
stop at the ruins of the Luden- 
dorff Bridge over the Rhine. The 
bridge is a World War II land- 
mark located in the infrequently 
visited town of Remagen. 

Among the unusual aspects of 
a Tauck sailing is the presence of 
three full-time tour directors in 
addition to the cruise director 
who serve as always-present 
guides, problem solvers, organiz- 
ers and traveling companions. 
Most lines staff vessels with only 
a single cruise director. 

Like other river lines, Tauck 


contracts with local guides during 
most port stops. But the tour di- 
rectors also accompany passen- 
gers on outings. On a hot day in 
the ancient Roman city of Trier, 
Germany, one of the directors 
buys ice cream for the Tauck 
group. In the riverfront town of 
Boppard, Germany, another di- 
rector takes a small group up a 
nearby chairlift to a scenic over- 
look and buys everyone a beer. 

While relatively new to river 
cruising, and a small player in the 
segment (river giant Viking has 
nearly 10 times as many ships), 
Tauck has operated land tours on 
the Continent for decades and it 
tapping its connections with top 
local guides, attractions and res- 
taurants in designing unusual 
cruise itineraries. 

During a stop in Heidelberg, 
Germany, a visit to the imposing 
castle overlooking town is fol- 
lowed by brats and beer at an at- 


mospheric brewpub just steps 
from the central square. The trip 
also includes a day in Luxem- 
bourg that features a stop at the 
American War Cemetery where 
Gen. George Patton is buried as 
well as an afternoon sailing 
through the castle-lined Middle 
Rhine Valley. 

Like other Tauck ships, the In- 
spire offers unusually spacious 
cabins, with most rooms measur- 
ing 225 to 300 square feet. That’s 
as much as 50% bigger than the 
typical cabin on other river ships. 

The line configures its vessels 
for fewer passengers than other 
brands with similar size ships. 
Launched in 2014, the 443-foot- 
long Inspire carries a maximum 
of 130 passengers. AmaWater- 
ways and Avalon ships of the 
same length on the Rhine carry 
34 to 36 more passengers, respec- 
tively, while similar ships operat- 
ed by Viking pack in as many as 


60 more people. 

The result is a higher crew-to- 
passenger ratio that river cruise 
veterans aboard Inspire say 
brings more attentive service. 

“They really go above and be- 
yond,” says Michelle Desio, 46, of 
Henderson, Nev., who is trying 
Tauck for the first time after sail- 
ing with Viking and Uniworld. 

Speaking on the Inspire’s 
open-air top deck as the ship sails 
past the German cathedral town 
of Cologne, Desio says her room 
steward raced off when she men- 
tioned she was low on water, only 
to return moments later with 
four complimentary bottles. An- 
other passenger asked for a drink 
the ship didn’t stock and a crew- 
member bought some for her at 
the next port. 

Notably, all tours during the 
voyage are included in the fare, 
which isn’t always the case with 
river lines. In addition to meals, 
Tauck includes unlimited compli- 
mentary beverages in its fares, in- 
cluding wine, beer and even 
premium spirits. Gratuities and 
airport transfers are included in 
Tauck’s fares. So much is included 
that the line doesn’t even bother 
to swipe credit cards when pas- 
sengers arrive. 

All of the extra perks and all- 
inclusiveness come at a price. 
Fares for the Inspire’s Rhine and 
Moselle cruises start at more 
than $400 per person, per day. 
Similar 12-night sailings from Av- 
alon start at around $322 per day, 
while Viking offers nine- night 
Rhine sailings starting for as little 
as $258. 

Still, passengers onboard aren’t 
complaining.

On Double Vision, Prince Royce 
has one eye on mainstream pop 
while keeping the other on his 
image as a romantic hachata star. 
Royce’s first English-language 
album is the New York native’s bid 
to become Latin music’s biggest 
crossover star since the days of 
Ricky Martin and Shakira. 

The first voice heard on Double 
Vision isn’t Royce’s but Snoop 
Dogg’s. When Snoop says Royce’s 
name at the start of Stuck on a 
Feeling, a faint voice responds 
with a curious, ''Who?” — as if 
Royce doesn’t even expect the 
rapper’s audience to know his 
name. But Royce fully intends to 
leave a memorable impression, 
and he has plenty of help 
making introductions — 

Jennifer Lopez and Pitbull 
(the dance-floor joint Rac/c If 
Up), Kid Ink (Dangerous) 
and Tyga (Double Vision). 

The language isn’t the only ^ 
change in Royce’s music. 

Several tracks have a funkier, 
bass-heavy groove than most 
of the singer’s previous work, 
occasionally recalling ’90s R&B. 
Fans familiar with the whis- 
pery falsetto of such Latin 
hits as Darte un Beso may 
barely recognize the lower 
register he dips into on 
Dangerous. 

The acoustic guitars 
and falsetto vocals that 
surround him on the ten- 
der Lucky One are much 
more in keeping with Royce’s 
familiar bachata style. OnRx- 
traordinary, a whimsically charm- 
ing ballad in which Royce sings 
of roaming Beverly Hills with 
his love in a ’96 Toyota Corolla, 
he’s accompanied by little more 
than spare acoustic-guitar chords 
and fingersnaps. 

On Stuck on a Feeling, Snoop 


mentions A1 Green as a reference 
point for Royce. Though Royce’s 
music pulls more from the Do- 
minican Republic than the Amer- 
ican South, it’s a solid comparison 
in the way both singers use their 
voices and in the kind of songs 
they sing.

But we 
hear from managers and people 
who say, 'Yeah, my client loves 
the show and would like to partic- 
ipate,’ and that’s definitely 
fantastic. 

Q. In Sunday’s premiere, 
Ginnifer discovers some trag- 
ic revelations about her pat- 
ernal great-grandparents. 
What struck you most about 
her family’s history? 

A. Well, she knew so much 
about the other three grandpar- 
ents’ families because everyone 
was so forthcoming, and then her 
grandfather wouldn’t even speak 
his parents’ names. She had 
heard he lived on his own since 
he was 11, so what kinds of people 
were these? It’s always really en- 
gaging in an episode when you 
can find out what kinds of people 
the ancestors were, as opposed to 
just where they fit into history.

Q. Have you ever run into a 
situation where a celebrity 
asked you to hide or downplay 
something? (PBS’ Finding 
Your Roots stirred controver- 
sy by concealing the discovery 
that Ben Affleck’s ancestor 
owned slaves at the actor’s re- 
quest.) 

A. No, I don’t remember that 
happening.

It’s not hard to imagine how 
Will Arnett is going to deliver a 
line, but it’s really satisfying to ac- 
tually hear it. 


Q. Congratulations on your 
Emmy nomination for The 
Comeback. I saw the Valerie 
Cherish cupcakes you shared 
on Twitter, which looked awe- 
some. Did you do anything to 
celebrate? 

A. Weren’t those amazing? 
That’s how you know how low- 
tech you are, you don’t even real- 
ize how easy it is to get this stuff 
done. But it was a great day. I did 
some interviews, got those cup- 
cakes and some flowers, which 
was nice. It all just felt very cele- 
bratory, and that’s great. 

Q. Are there any shows or 
performances you were espe- 
cially glad to see nominated? 

A. Definitely the other nomi- 
nees in my category. No one’s 
really younger than thirtysome- 
thing, and everyone except Amy 
Schumer is over 40. That’s so 
great. I think that should make 
women over 40 everywhere hap- 
py. I’m just glad that we’re inter- 
ested in things that mature 
people experience and have to 
say. Not that I think young people 
have nothing to say and their ex- 
periences aren’t interesting. 

Q. Finally, any hopes or 
plans for Season 3 of The 
Comeback you can share?

Sharknado may have jumped 
the shark, but there’s still going to 
be another one. 

Sharknado 3: Oh, Hell No! SLver- 
aged 2.8 million same-day view- 
ers Wednesday, down down 28% 
from 3.9 million for last year’s 
second installment. But as fans 
might have guessed from the cliff- 


hanger ending, there’s going 
to be a Sharknado 4. 

Viewers were asked to 
vote on the fate of the Tara 
Reid character: “Does April 
live or die? Cast your vote 
for Sharknado 4” squeals a 
headline over a picture of a 
screaming Reid covered in blood 
and gore. 

“Sharknado 3 may have de- 
voured half of America’s celebri- 
ties, but there are still hungry 
fans and sharks to feed, so the ad- 


venture continues — 
not in a galaxy far, 
far away, but on 
your television 
sets next July,” 
Chris Regina, a 
senior programming 
executive at Syfy, said 
in a statement. 

The third install- 
ment did not fare that 
well in some reviews. 
“Sharknado 3 has definitely 
jumped the shark,” sniffed the As- 


sociated Press’s TV critic, Frazier 
Moore. “Beware: Seek guilty 
pleasure elsewhere.” 

Still, it was a hit on social 
media, drawing 360,000 tweets 
seen by a unique audience of 4.5 
million, according to Nielsen. But 
that also marked a steep decline 
from last year’s 581,000 tweets 
for Sharknado 2: The Second One. 

The first movie, which aver- 
aged just 1.4 million viewers in 
2013 but climbed in repeat air- 
ings, claimed 318,000 tweets.
